"Tie  on  the  1,-iilJer,'  I  shouted,  "and 
some  of  70a  como  up,"  au  J  one  of  my  niatco 
soon  tied  ibe  rope  to  one  of  the  rounds,  and 
then  with  two  or  three  iuor»>  run  into  the 
house,  while  1  hauled  away  till  I  got  hold 
of  the  bottom  of  Ihe  ladder,  for  lUey  sent 
the  hoatiesl  cud  up  first,  atid  then  drug((od 
it  in  at  the  window,  and  batnncing  ilie 
other  end  up  continued  to  push  it  uurosit  and 
into  the  window  of  ihe  other  kou^e  across 
the  court,  and  so  made  s  sort  of  bridge,  ouly 
it  was  all  askew  for  the  houses  were  uot 
quite  opposite  loono  another. 

Just  as  I'd  done  thi*,  in  comes  my  mate 
with  two  more  men,  and  I  sets  thcni  to  work 
to  hold  the  ladder  while  1  took  hold  of  the 
rope,  and  then  made  ready  to  crawl  norou* 
on  the  thin  bridge  I'd  rigged  up.  It  was 
for  life  and  death,  or  I  would'nt  have  Ten- 
lured  on  the  blight,  heading  wood ;  for 
though  a  ladder  set  nearly  upright  u.ty  be 
strong  enough,  it  makoj  it  a  deal  weaker  to 
lay  it  down  level  and  then  go  and  crawl 
along  it.  I  knew  how  it  would  be,  though, 
80  1  lied  the  rope  round  my  body,  and  made 
ray  mate  hitch  the  other  end  round  a  big 
hcok  in  the  wtll,  used  for  a  pulley,  so  that 
in  the  event  of  a  fall,  if  the  ropo  held  good, 
1  shouldn't  have  gone  all  the  way.

half  across,  when  she  slipped  off  the  ladder, 
and  hung  right  over  the  court,  while  there 
arose  a  regular  shriek  of  horror.  But  there 
was  people,  you  sec,  at  eacli  end  of  the 
rope,  and  we  loosened  as  the  other  hauled, 
and  so  they  soon  had  her  in  at  the  other 
window,  though  the  rope  was  so  light  that 
it  must  have  hurt  the  poor  thing  terribly.

We  got  another  over— a  young  man — and 
he  was  dragged  over,  too,  for  he  dare  not 
try  to  crawl  across,  and  I  suppose  to  a  man 
as  ain't  used  to  such  things,  to  creep  over  a 
place  like  that,  all  those  feet  over  the  pave- 
ment, and  when  you've  been  frightened  to 
dea«h  nearly  by  waking  out   of  your  sleep 
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And  1  don't  think  I  ever  shall  get  to  take 
it  as  a  matter  of  course,  sir— taking  it 
cooUy's  out  of  the  question.  Here  we  are 
living  about  m  exciting  a  life  as  men  can 
lead— always  on  duty,  and  ready  at  a  mo- 
ment to  have  a  set-to  with  the  worst  tire  that 
ever  troke  out.  No;  I  shall  never  get  to 
take  it  as  a  matter  of  course  ;  for  it's  all 
dark,  rush  and  excitement ;  and  I  love  it, 
sir.

There's  something  in  it  as  warms  one's 
blood:  and  as  to  the  danger — well  of  course, 
its  dangerous ;  but  when   we  feel  that  we 

are  doing  our  duty,  and  know  what's  before 

us,  why,  somehow  we  don't  remember  the 

danger  but  go  at  it  in  earnest.

.\nd  ah  !  it  was  hard  to  pray  there— to 
keep  your  thouf^hts  iu  the  niiJst  of  that 
fioroe,  Bull'MOUliU);  beat  of  smoke  aud  btciim 
froQi  the  water  pouring  into  the  room. 
.\ud  bow  everylhiug  else  but  the  words  of 
prayer  came  iuto  one's  luiiid  ;  and  it  was  as 
if  the  devils — dchpairing,  blaspheming 
devils  were  his.si'ig  iu  my  ear  to  curse  and 
bhriek  oaths.  Tlitn,  too,  carno  the  thought 
of  those  at  homo,  aud  the  little  gulden  curls 
I  should  pl.ay  with  no  more  ;  and  how  I 
could  now  uudersiaud  the  dread  my  wife 
always  hud  of  wi^at  t-hv  called  uiy  fnghiful 
business.  Yes ;  I  had  taved  bcven  that 
nighi  ;  hut  it  was  hard  to  die — hard  to  give 
up  life  at  eifrht  aud  twenty,  and  nuller  the 
death  fiom  which  1  had  saved  so  many. 

I  couldn't  help  it  just  then,  for  a  grim

let  the  coil  of  rope  fall  down  into  the  court, 
and  but  one  end  as  I  kept  hold  of,  and  then 
when  the  poor  things  saw  it  let  down  they 
shrieked  again,  and  one  of  them  fell  back 
from  the  window. 


mg ;  and  now  there  was  only  that  chap 
whose  wife  had  been  sent  over  first,  and 
who  bad  worked  all  he  could  to  help  me 
and  another  terrible  cowardly  chap,  whom 
I'd  had  quite  a  set-to  with  to  keep  back,  so 
as  to  save  women  and  children  first. 

And  now  this  chap  as  I've  just  spoke 
about  made  a  rush  to  get  at  the  ladder,  and 
he  was  in  such  a  horrid  fright  that  1  don't 
believe  he'd  got  over  safe,  and  besides  1 
knew  there  was  time  for  ua  all  to  get  away 
if  things  were  done  quietly  ;  so,  consider- 
ing as  it  wasn't  his  turn,  1  held  him  back 
for  the  married  man  to  go  first  to  his  wife, 
when  the  other  one  almost  shrieked  out  with 
rage  and  fear.

We  notice  that  many  of  our  popular  mag- 
azines and  periodicals  are  devoting  a  portion 
of  their  space  to  the  science  of  legerde- 
main, lor  the  edification  of  their  younger 
readers,  and  home  amusements.

In  the 
long  autumn  and  winter  evenings  they  will 
form  a  never  failing  source  of  amusement. 
They  arc  all  susceptible  of  explanation  upon 
natural  principles,  and  no  parent  can  object 
to  them  on  ihe  ground  that  "there  is  suthin' 
wrong  about  'em.  '  These  tricks  are  not 
only  healthy,  but  perfectly  sure  in  their  re- 
sults: 

The  Spittoon  Trick— Take  two  half  gallon 
spittoons, — white  ones  are  the  best, — then 
select  a  strong  red  cord, — a  worsted  oce  if 
it  can  be  procured — pass  the  cord  through 
the  two  holes  of  the  spittoons  and  give  the 
ends  to  a  gentleman  aud  lady,  selected  from 
the  company,  to  hold.  Now  let  a  lady  seize 
the  spittoons,  and,  eliding  each  to  the  oppo- 
site end  of  the  cord,  bring  them  together 
smarily,  when  they  will  break  in  pieces  and 
fall  to  the  floor.  This  trick  is  easily  per- 
formed, and  will  cxoite  considerable  ap- 
plause. 

The  Magic  Stick— To  do  this  properly 
you  will  need  a  pearl-handled  knife  and  a 
stout  hard  wood  stick,  some  two  inches  in 
length.  Sharpen  the  two  endj  of  the  stick 
and  then  try  to  crush  it  endways,  either  be- 
tween your  hands  or  by  siLiiug  upon  it. 
Thi^,  to  your  astonishment,  you  will  had  im- 
possible to  do 

The  Flying  Hen— Select  a  large,  well-fed 
hen — the  color  is  iiamatcrial,  though  black 
is  best— and  place  her  in  a  sitting  position 
on  some  smooth  surface.  Then  over  her 
place  a  pasteboard  box  18  by  30  inches. 
Found  slightly  upon  the  top  of  box  with  a 
bone-handled  table  knife  for  three  minutes, 
and  then  suddenly  raise  it,  when  the  hen 
will  immediately  fly  away.  The  trick  can 
be  performed  by  any  person  of  average  in- 
telligence, who  gives  his  whole  mind  to  it. 
The  Nail  Trick— Take  two  large  wrought 
iron  nails,  and  wire  them  tcgeiher  in  the 
form  of  a  cross.  It  will  then  be  found  im- 
possible to  swallow  them.  There  is  no  de- 
ception about  this. 

The  Cable— Take  a  piece  of  tarred  cable 
about  fifteen  inches  in  length,  out  it  care- 
fully in  two  with  a  sharp  knife,  and  then 
try  to  chew  the  ends  together.  You  can  try 
as  long  as  you  like. 

The  Magic  Eggs — Put  twelve  fresh  eggs 
carefully  into  a  green  worsted  bag.  Swing 
the  bag  rapidly  about  your  head,  hitting  it 
eaeh  time  against  the  door  post.  Then  sisk 
the  company  if  they  will  have  them  boiled, 
scrambled  or  fried.  It  will  make  no  differ- 
ence which  they  choose. 

The  Four  Jacks— select  a  pack  of  cards 
with  plain  white  backs.  Take  out  the  four 
jacks  and  burn  them  before  the  company,  let- 
ting them  see  the  ashes.  Now  fchuflle  the 
cards  quickly,  and  holding  them  in  the  left 
hand  give  them  a  sharp  rap  with  the  knuck- 
les of  the  right.  Thtn  place  them  on  the 
table  with  the  face  down,  and  defy  them  to 
find  the  jacks.     They  can't  do  it.

At  Johnstown  a  large  crowd 

had  assembled  on  a  bridge  crossing  the  old 

Pennsylvania  canal,  and  just  as  the  train' 

passed  over  it,  it  gave  way,  precipitating 
nearly  500  persons  into  the  ditch,  some  20 
feet  below,  killing  thirteen,  badly  injuring 
ninety,  and  slightly  wounding  about  ont 
hundred  more. 

The  Presidential  parly  reached  Washing- 
ton on  Saturday,  the  15th  ;  Secretary  Sew- 
ard having,  however,  taken  a  special  train 
and  arriving  in  a  very  exhausted  condition. 
Many  of  hi3  friends  fear  that  his  constitu- 
tion is  being  rapidly  weakened,  and  that 
his  failing  health  will  ere  long  compel  him 
to  retire  from  public  life.  The  party  left 
Harrisburg  early  in  the  morning,  traveling 
by  way  of  Baltimore,  -'^t  Y'ork,  Pa.,  and  at 
Baltimore,  complimentary  welcomes  were 
given  them,  though  the  council  of  the  latter 
city  had  refused  to  vote  him  a  reception.

Ilorschel  V.  Johnson,  who  was  tho  candi- 
date on  the  Douglas  ticket  in  18G0  for  Vice 
Presideiit  has  written  a  long  letter  to  the 
Augubta  Chronicle,  in  which  he  fully  en- 
dorses the  action  of  the  National  Union 
Convention,  at  Philadelphia. 

A  street  fight  occurred  in  Memphis  on 
the  18th.  in  which  an  alderman  killed  a  gro- 
cery merchant.  The  difliculiy  was  caused 
by  certiiu  articles  in  a  local  paper  reflect- 
ing upon  the  alderman's  ofiioial  integrity. 
The  negro  who,  several  days  ago  appliei 
to  the  military  in  Macon,  Georgia,  for  per- 
miesion  to  hold  property,  which  privileg«» 
the  civil  authorities, 
was  foully  murdered  on  the  night  of  the 
13th  inst.  by  unknown  parties,  who  covered 
him  vviih  numerous  slabs,  and  then  cut  his 
remains  into  pieces. 

It  is  estimated  that  one  thousand  people 
have  arrived  at  GalvesloD  aud  lluoston, 
Texas,  to  escape  the  persetfulion  of  puer- 
rilas  in  the  interior,  who  robaod  murder  on 
both  tides  indiscriminately,  for  plunder. 
Affairs  throughout  tho  State  are  daily  be- 
coming worse,  inbtead  of  better,  and  innu- 
merable outrages  are  honrly  recorded. 

The  competition  of  Charleston,  South. 
Carolina,  has  seriously  affected  the  cotjon 
trade  of  New  Orleans,  and  factors  in  the 
latter  city  are  discussing  some  scheme  to 
enlarge  their  foreign  exports.  Uausoally 
favorable  prices  will  shortly  be  offered  to 
planters,  it  is  anticipated,  and  efforts  will 
be  made  to  confine  selling  rates  to  favorable 

in  New  Orleans,  and  several  companies  are 
being  equipped  for  tome  service,  probably 
with  the  intention  of  again  invading  Caua 
da.  There  is  tho  highest  authority  for  slat- 
ing that  Sheridan  has  no  idea  of. taking 
command  of  the  Fenian  army,  neither  has 
there  been  any  authority  for  the  uee  of  his 
name  in  that  or  any  other  connection. 

A  Herald  Fort  Monroe  correspondent 
says:  Mr.  Chandler,  the  United  States 
District  Attorney  for  Fortress  Monroe,  and 
the  prosecutor  of  Jeff.  Davis  in  his  coming 
trial,  will  soon  commence  arranging  his  pro- 
gramme of  the  trial,  on  behalf  of  the  gov- 
ernment.

other  points  will  be  quite  a  common  occur- 
rence.    In  addition  to  farm  hands,  the  ser". 
vices  of  nearly   every  other  class  of  labor 
are  being  sought  after,  and  the  most  tempt- 
ing inducements  in  the  way  of  compensa- 
tion held  out.     Ordinary  cooks  at  the  South 
now  command  from  $40  to  $60  per  monlh  ; 
first  class  cooks,  $100  per  month;  black- 
smiths,  $120  per  month ;  watchmakers,  $109 
per  month;  ship  carpenters,  $130;  tannere, 
$116  te  $130  per  month,  and  other  trades 
in  proportion.

A  Powerful  llur;slar  Tool. 


The  Philadelphia  Telegraph  describes  a 
tool  captured  in  New  York  by  detectives 
Geo.  II.  Smith  and  Taggart,  at  the  time  that 
the  notorious  Roberts  and  Mason  were  taken 
into  custody  in  that  city: 

This   machine,   the  like   of    which    was 
never  before  seen  in  America,  conis-sts  sim- 
ply of  a  bar  of  iron  one  inch  in  thickness, 
three  inches  in  width,  and  three  or  four  feet 
long.     By  means  of  wooden  treaties  placed 
at  either  end  and  secured  to  the  floor  with 
screws,  this  bar  is  held  in  place  before  the 
safe.     Midway  in  the  length  of  the  iron  bar 
th;;re  is  a  threaded  hole  through  which  the 
drill  is  worked  by  means  of  a  crank.     The 
drill  itself  is  very  ingenious,  aud   has  all 
the  necessary  appliances  for  keeping  the 
bit    pressed    hard   against    the  safe  door. 
When  the  outer  coating  of  the  safe  is  ouco 
perforated,  tho  bit  is  replaced  by  a  tap,  by 
which  threads  are  formed  around  the  aper- 
ture.    At   this  point  the  drill  is   laid  aside 
and  a   threaded  bolt   inserted  in  its  place. 
Blocks  of  wood  are  then  placed  against  the 
trestles  to  prevent  them  from  being  drawn 
in  against  the  safe,  and  everything  is  ready 
for  the  final  operation.     This  is  not  as  easily 
understood  as  the  preliminaries,  but  its  re- 
sult is   the  gradual    forcing  outward  of  the 
exterior   sutface  of  the   safe  door.     Taken 
altogether,  the  whole  operation  is  one  of  the 
most  ingenious   ever  devised.     There  are 
probably  not  more  than  two  or  three  safes 
in  the  United  States  that  could  resist  itsuc- 
ccsstuUy. 


Foreitnk  IVeur^. 

The  free  ports  of  Sault  Ste.  Marie  and 
Gaspir  have  been  abolished  by  the  Canadian 
Government. 

The  would-be  assassin  of  the  Emperor  of 
Russia,  has  been  executed  amidst  great 
rejoicing  on  the  part  of  the  people. 

Seven  of  the  Fenian  prisoners  captured 
at  Fort  Erie  have  been  released  by  the  Ca- 
nadian authorities  on  their  own  recogni- 
sance. 

Bismark  has  sent  a  letter  to  (he  United 
States  Minister  thanking  Americans  for 
their  donation  of  ice  to  wounded  Prussian 
soldiers. 

Advices  from  Canada  state  that  military 
preparations  are  increasing.  New  compa- 
nies of  militia  are  organizing,  and  an  am- 
munition factory  is  being  constructed  by 
the  government. 

Napoleon  has  great  respect  for  the  United 
States.  He  has  refused  permission  to 
French  officers  to  hold  oflice  in  Mexico,  be- 
cause the  United  States  did  not  wish  it  to 
be  permitted. 

The  Canadian  papers  are  urging  that  the 
United  States  Government  is  responsible  for 
the  Fenian  troubles,  and  demand  that  Eng- 
land shall  declare  war  if  the  brotherhood 
are  not  suppressed.  An  attack  is  hourly 
expected,  and  every  preparation  is  being 
made  for  defence. 

The  Atlantic  Cable  dispatches  again  give 
us  warlike  news.  The  disputed  clause  in 
the  negotiations  between  Austria  and  Italy 
are  given.  Prussia  takes  sides  with  Italy, 
and  threatens  war,  and  has  gone  so  far  as 
to  suspend  the  reduction  of  her  army. 
North  Schleswig  has  voted  to  be  incorpor- 
ated with  Prussia. 

Advices  by  Atlantic  Cable  sfate  that  there 
is  a  story  afloat  of  trouble  between  Austria 
and  Italy,  arising  from  a  disagreement  in 
regard  to  the  debt  of  Venetia The  Unit- 
ed States  squadron  has  left  Russian  waters. 

Napoleon  is  soon  to  issue  a  circular  to 

the  European  powers.     Its  tone,  it  is  inti- 
mated, will  be  very  pacific. 

Advices  by  the   Atlantic  cable  announce 
the  sailing  of  a  regiment   of  hussars  from 
Liverpool  for  services  in  Canada.     The  St. 
Leger  race   was   won   by  "Lord  Lyons." 
The  London  Morning  Post  applauds  the  non- 
intcrvefltion    policy   of  the    United   States 
Government  in  the  Spanish-Chilian  war,  and 
cordially  approves  the  moderation  evinced 
by  the   same  in    the    Mexican    imbroglio. 
Maximilian    has  signed    an  agreement  to 
transfer  one-half  of  the  receipts  from  cus- 
toms   throughout    his    Empire  to    French 
agents,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  liabili- 
ties of  Mexico  to  France.     The  negotiations 
between  Prussia  and  Saxony  progress  very 
slowly,  Prussia  demanding  of  the  King  the 
oath   of    allegiance    to   herself,  10,000,000 
thalers  war    indemnity,  and   the    right  to 
govern   the    fortress  of   Koenigsburg,  and 
the  cities  of  Dresden  and  Leipsic  with  Prus- 
sian troops.     A  farewell  banquet  was  given 
on  the  14ih  to  the  American  embassy  at  St. 
Petersburg.     The  French  and  English   gov- 
ernments have  jointly  made  representations 
to  the  Sultan  of  Turkey,  protesting  against 
the   acquisition,  by  the   United  States  Gov- 
ernment, of  an  island  in  Osina.     Tho  pleni- 
potentiaries   of    Austria    and    Italy   have 
agreed  upou  all  the   points  but  tho  amount 
of  indemnity,  which  matter,  it  is  expected, 
will  be  settled  in  a  few  days.     All  arrange- 
ments having  been  completed,  an  interview 
between    Napoleon   and  Bismark  will  take 
place  shortly.     The  army  of  the  Main  is  on 
its  homeward  march.     The  Turkish  army 
I  has  commenced  the  InTMion  of  Lebanon.

The  organization,  known  as  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic  is  rapidly  growing 
in  Illinois,  there  being  already  cue  hundred 
and  seventeen  posts  established  in  the  State. 
John  E.  Bowen,  of  the  Du  Quoin  (III-,) 
Progress,  contracted  the  cholera  while  in 
Chicago  attending  the  Douglas  Monument 
ceremonies,  and  died  atMattoon,  on  his  way 
home. 

Gills  Hotel,  corner  of  North  Wells  and 
North  Water  streets,  Chicago,  caught  fire 
at  two  o'clock  A.  Ji.  of  the  18th.  Egress 
being  cut  off  by  the  fl,ime«i,  a  woman  saved 
herself  by  jumpiiig  from  a  third  story  win- 
dow.    Her  child  perished  in  the  flames. 

At  Indianapolis,  on  the  15th,  a  young  man 
by  the  name  of  Leonidas  Johnson,  was  shot 
and  instantly  killed  by  his  room-mate. 
Johnson  had  risen  daring  the  night  and 
gone  out,  and  on  returning  in  opening  the 
door  was  mistaken  for  a  burglar  by  his 
room-mate,  who  drew  a  pistol  and  fired. 

The  very  bad  weather  that  is  being  ex- 
perienced thronghoutlhe  Northwest  is  hav- 
ing a  damaging  effect  upon  the  State  and 
County  Fairs.  Many  of  them  have  been 
postponed,  while  others  are  struggling 
against  the  tide  and  exhibiting  under  difii- 
culties  the  most  discouraging. 

At  the  Bloominglon  base  ball  tourna- 
ment, the  Excjlsior,  Sr.,  club,  of  Chicago, 
succeeded  in  carrying  off  the  grand  gold 
ball  and  gold-mounted  bat,  after  a  hard 
contest  of  six  hours  and  twenty  minutes 
with  the  Empires,  of  St.  Louis.  The  Ex 
celsior  Juniors,  of  Chicago,  also  won  the 
first  prize  for  junior  clubs. 

Indianapolis  is  under  the  weather.  A 
little  creek  known  as  Poge's  Run,  over- 
run its  banks,  yesterday,  and  flooded  three 
or  four  squares  in  the  city,  damaging  pro- 
perty to  the  extent  of  a  hundred  tnousand 
dollars  or  more,  and  causing  some  loss  of 
life.  The  Union  Railroad  depot  was  inun- 
dated, and  travel  by  rail  was  impeded. 

The  advance  column  of  the  grasshopper 
brigade  reached  Atchison,  Kansas,  on  the 
11th,  and  the  Champion  snys  on  their  migra- 
tory flights  they  look,  in  the  sunlight,  like 
thistle  downs  riding  on  the  breeze.  The 
column  is  said  to  be  some  sixty  miles  wide, 
moving  on  with  steady  flight.  Denver  pa- 
pers of  the  Gih  speak  of  them  as  literally 
covering  all  that  region,  and  they  have 
eaten  every  green  thing  in  their  march 
across  the  Plains. 

Theron  E.  Dryden,  who  was  shot  in  the 
town  of  Blue  Mound,  Wisconsin,  at  a  cha- 
virari,  died  a  few  days  after,  on  the  14th. 
The  wound  was  given  by  a  man  named  Hol- 
ten,  whose  grand  daughter  had  married  a 
man  more  than  double  her  own  age,  named 
Williams.  Holten  is  under  bonds  to  appear 
for  trial.  Williams  is  charged  with  big.my, 
and  has  left  the  country.  The  affair  has 
caused  much  excitement  in  the  neighbor- 
hood where  it  occurred. 

In  Chicago,  on  Saturday  nigWt,  the  15th, 
about  eight  o'clock,  a  Prussian  tailor  named 
Rosenkriat,  residing  at  No.  144  Burnside 
street,  in  the  West  Division,  and  employed 
at  No.  169J  South  Clark  street,  was  accused 
by  one  of  his  neighbors  of  having  stolen  a 
small  sum  of  money.  The  accused  denied 
the  fact,  and  said  ho  hoped  his  head  would 
fall  off,  his  tongue  drop  out,  and  that  God 
would  strike  him  dead  if  he  had  the  money. 
Scarcely  had  the  words  passed  his  lips  ere 
he  fell  to  the  ground,  a  corpse,  as  suddenly 
as  if  struck  by  lightning.  The  parties  in 
the  room  ran  to  raise  him,  supposing  that 
he  had  simply  fainted  from  the  excitement, 
but  they  found  that  life  had  fled.  On 
searching  him  the  next  morning  the  money 
waa  found  in  his  pocket*.

A  man  named  De  Canine  was  accidentally 
run  over  by  a  train  of  cars  at  the  Elizabeth 
(N.J.)  depot,  on  Wednesday  last,  and  was 
mangled  in  so  shocking  a  mainer  that  bis 
heartrending  solicitations  to  be  put  out  of 
world  were  complied  with,  and  he  was  bhot 
through  the  head.  The  injuries  be  had  re- 
ceived were  past  surgical  aid. 

Eminent  Catholio  clergymen  are  already 
arriving  in  New  Y'ork  from  the  Pacific  coast, 
to  attend  the  second  Catholic  council,  which 
is  to  be  held  in  Baltimore  during  October, 
and  over  which.

The  ten  or 
twelve   surgeons   of    the    place  are    worn 
down  with  th*ir  labors,  and  are  to  be  re- 
lieved  by  surgeons    from  Pittsburgh   and 
neighborhood.     There  have  been  seventeen 
deaths  in  all,  and  fifty  amputations.     The 
number  of  wounded  is  three  hundred  and 
seven,  four-fifths  of  them  having  fractured 
limbs  and  internal  injuries.      A  citizens' 
meeting,  to  furnish  relief  to  the  sufferers, 
was  held  on  Saturday  evening,  the  loth,  at 
which   the  following    donations  were   an- 
nounced:  Prssident  Johnson,  $600;  Maj. 
Gen.  John  W.  Geary,  $200;  D.  J.  Morrell, 
Union  candidate  for  Congress  in  the  district, 
$2C0;    Cambria     Iron     Works     Company, 
$1,000.     The  platform  which   caused  the 
accident  was  snpporU'l  by  »  "Howe  Trues," 
and  is  reported  to  have  been  euffioientiy 
strong  for  ordinary  purposes.

A  young  miss  exiricaltd  herself 
and  took  flieht  aa-aD*-fl««''»*. f'''^'  •'-eiruc- 
out   of  sight.     The   young    wife  of  a   man 
who  had  a  leg  broken  was    sittirg  by  his 
side  on  the  ground,  weeping  freely,  but  on 
being   questioned  emiled    iLough  her  te^rs 
and  baid  bhe   was  only  crjing  for  joy  that 
she  had  foui;d  him  alive  and  Luri  no  wone. 
The  news  soon  spread  threugh  the  village, 
and  those  who  remained  away  at  fir»t  were 
soon   congregated    around    the  dejot,  wild 
with  excitement  and  searching  everywhere 
for  relatives  and  frineds  whom  they  feared 
were  among  the  killed  or  wounded.     I'l:  nks 
were   at  first  taken  from  (he  breken  biiJge 
to  carry  away  the  living  and  dead,  und  mat- 
tresses  were  soon  brought  into  requiriiion 
from  the  neighboring   Lcusco  for  the  pur- 


pose. 

The  most  unfortunate  feature  of  the  tffair 
was,  that  both  the  prominent  pbysicibns  of 
the  place  were  among  the  sererely  irjured, 
and  the  ccmmunity  was  deprived  ot  their 
services  in  tho  hour  of  iheir  grettest  n-ed. 

The  agent  of  the  railroad  telegraphed 
each  way  along  the  line,  urging  forward  ail 
aseistance,  and  in  less  than  two  hours  twen- 
ty physicians  arrived  by  the  regu'ar  end 
special  trains.  Few  calamities  of  thiskitd 
have  been  so  widespread  or  carried  desola- 
tion and  mourninft  into  so  many  different 
families.  Half  the  households  in  Johns- 
town were  in  mourning  to-night,  and  the 
list  of  casualties  has  probably  been  swelled 
from  the  105  names  reported  10  at  lea't  2tiO. 
The  Presidential  party  was  doubly  i ffl:ctei 
by  the  deplorable  occurrence,  anJ  vas 
affected  to  silence  for  several  hours.— JV  1'.

The  Disaster  at  •lohn&to'vrn. 


At  Johnstown  a  very  large  concourse  of 
people  awaited  the  train  bearing  the  Presi- 
dent, and,  on  its  approach,  began  the  most 
vociferous  and  genuine  cheering  possible. 

But  their  joy  at  welcoming  ttie  party  was 
suddenly  cut  short,  and  the  whole  place 
converted  into  a  house  of  mourning,  by  one 
of  the  moat  calamitous  accidents  that  ever 
befel  the  community.  The  railroad  at  this 
place  runs  on  the  north  bank  of  the  old 
canal  (now  dry),  about  thirty  feet  from  iu 
channel.  The  canal  was  bridged  over  for 
Bdveral  rods  in  •  front  of  where  the  train 
stopped,  and  was  used  as  a  platibrm  for 
business.  A  bridge  for  crossing  one  of  the 
atreeto,  and  two  raised  sidewalks  were  im- 
provised. Ih  consequence  of  being  slightly 
elevated  above  the  ground  between  the  bank 
of-  the  canal  and  the  cars,  the  audience 
could  obtain  a  tolerably  fair  view  of  the 
rear  platform  of  the  train  on  which  the 
President  and  others  were  standing,  and 
therefore  crowded  on  it  in  a  mass  so  dense 
that  there  was  no  standing  room  left  unoc- 
cupied. 

Just  as  the  train  was  about  to  move  away, 
and  those  on    the  bridge    and    around  the 
depot  were  rending  the  air  with  cheers  for 
Johnson,   Grant  and    Farragut,   an   awful 
crash  rose   above  the  roar  of  the   huzzas, 
that  startled  all  within  hearing  and  silenced 
many  voices  forever.     The   timbers  in  the 
center  of  the  bridge,  fully  a  foot  square, 
suddenly  snapped   in  twain,  precipitating 
every  soul  on  11  (0  the  bottom  of  the  canal, 
a  distance   of   at   least   fifteen   feet.     The 
balance  of  the  sidewalks  and  platforms  over 
the  canal  came    down  with  the  bridge,  and 
filled  the  bottom  of  the  canal  with  timbers, 
planks   and  the   strugjiling    mass  of  men, 
women  and  children,  all  hurled  together  in 
an  inextricable  confusion.  Those  on  ihebank 
between  the  now  yawning  gulf  and  the  rail- 
read  track  were  frightened  into  a  stampede, 
and  added  to  the  confusion  by  screaming, 
yelling,  and  trampling  each  other  into  the 
mud  in  their  frantic  efforts  to  escape.     A 
more  frightful  scene  was  scarcely  ever  wit- 
nessed.    A  few  moments  sufficed  to  reveal 
what  had  act  ually  transpired.  !^len,  women, 
children,  fathers,  mothers,  husbands,  wives, 
sons   and   daughters  were   now  rushing  in 
every    direction     seeking     relatives     and 
friends,  and  crying  alound  with   grief  and 

terror. 

As  soon  as  (he  sinking,  falling  debris  had 
settled  to  the  bottom,  those  in  the  neighbor- 
hood sprang  to  (he  bed  of  the  canal  by 
scores,  aud  commenced  assisting  those  least 
hurt  to  extricate  themselves,  and  to  pull 
away  the  rubbish  and  timber  that  had  cov- 
ered and  confined  the  others.  As  the  bridge 
broke  in  the  centre,  its  two  halves  formed 
an  inclined  plane,  along  which  all  were  slid 
with  lightning  speed  and  pitched  on  top  of 
those  who  stood  on  the  middle  and  went 
down  first.  Probably  not  less  than  400 
persjns  were  on  (he  main  bridge,  and  1,000 
on  the  whole  6(ruc(ure.  Several  members 
of  the  Presidential  party  assisted  actively 
in  removing  the  dead  and  wounded:  among 
those  who  thus  aided  were  Marshal 
0  Beirnc.  Mr,  B.  C.  Truman,  Mr.  Murphy, 
and  your  corresrondent.  .  •  v, 

Thirteen  persons  were  killed  outright, 
and  02  badly  wounded.  The  killed  were 
mainly  crushed  to  death  by  those  who  fell 
upon  them;  but  few  were  hurt  by  (he  tim- 
bers or  planks.  Splinters  darkened  the  air 
in  every  direction,  and  caused  a  large  pro 
portion  of  the  flesh  outs  and  contusions. 

From  (he  manner  in  which  the  mass  of 
the  people  was  precipitated,  struggling, 
clutching,  and  grasping  (0  (he  ground  be- 
neath a  great  many  arms  and  legs  were 
broken.  The  women  generally  fell  head 
foremost,  owing  to  their  inflated  style  of 
clolhiug;  and  their  contusions  were  chiefly 
confined  to  the  head,  face,  and  shoulders. 
One  remarkablo  fact  was,  that  no  infanta  or 


The  Soldiers'  and  Sailors' Convention  met 
at  Clevdland  on  the  17th.  and  after  a  tempo- 
rary organization  aojourned  till  next  day.

.Adam's  apple  on  the  neck,  all  are  perfect. 
.Many  a  man  can  be  seen  whose  face  resem- 
bles it.  The  strange  fact  about  this  profile, 
however,  not  generally  known,  is  that  the 
etfect  is  prodrced,  not  by  the  edge  of  one 
rock,  but  simply  by  the  accidental  growptng 
of  various  rocks,  some  more  distant  than 
others.  In  fact,  the  front  of  the  top  of  the 
precipice  is  a  group  of  rocks  about  80  feet 
high  by  100  in  breadth.  The  nose  is  40 
feet  west  of  the  foreUead.  The  mouth, 
which  seems  a  mere  opening  of  two  thin 
lips,  is  a  tidi-long  chasm  or  break  of  50  feet 
in  extent.  Viewed  from  the  front,  the  face 
vanishes,  while  the  rocks  seem  inaccessible 
as  they  hang  in  the  air  over  the  precipitous 
descent  below  them.

Over    the    FalJ». 


This  aHernoon  while  a  terrible  wind  was 
blowing  up  the  gulf,  two  men  were  disoov- 
ered  in  a  small  boat  in  the  rapids  south  of 
the  Three  Sisters.  They  were  siruggliug 
desperately  with  the  waves,  but  human 
power  was  utterly  unavailing.  Hundreds 
of  persons  were  on  Uoat  Island  aud  saw 
them,  but  of  coarse  were  unable  to  render 
them  any  assistance.  The  terror-stricken 
men  rowe  1  with  frantic  efforts  to  ihc  very 
verge  of  the  precipice  and  liaally  went  over, 
still  clinging  to  the  oars. 

It  seems  .Mr.  Cooper,  the  postmaster  at  the 
town  of  Chippewa,  on  the  Canada  side,  two 
miles  above  the  falls,  started  with  Frank 
Leuize,  the  ferryman,  to  cross  the  river  in  a 
small  boat.  Usually  the  course  is  to  pull 
.•lb  jut  two  miles  up  the  river  before  attempt- 
ing to  cross;  but  on  this  occasion  the  un- 
fortunate men  stem  to  have  imagineJ  thu 
the  heavy  wind  blowing  up  stream  would 
counteract  the  force  of  the  current,  and 
consequently  attempted  to  cross  in  a  direct 
line 

The  result  was  the  same  as  it  has  been  on 
three  former  occasions  when  similar  at- 
tempts have  been  made,  and  their  l.ves  paid 
the  forfeit  of  this  mistake.  The  sad  ending 
of  the  last  mad  attempt  should  teach  a 
lesson  of  careiulnes-<  to  all  who  live  along 
the  river  8  bank.  The  rapids  of  Ibe  Nia 
gara  are  too  awful  to  be  trifled  with.  It  is 
singular  that  Leutze,  the  ferryman,  who  had 
crosf'ed  and  recrossed  a  hundred  times  in  all 
kinds  of  weather,  should  have  so  eadly 
misjud.K^d  the  force  of  the  current,  and 
overesti  uiafed  'o  sm-h  a  dfgrec  'he  strength 
of  the  wi.id.

As  Solomon  condenses  the  whole  duly  of 
man  into  two  precepts — "  Fear  God  aud  keep 
his  commandments,"  so  the  whole  business 
and  purpose  of  farming  may  be  embraced 
in  two  maxima,  as  follows: 

1st.  To  raise  the  largest  possible  crops 
with  the  least  pos^ible  labor  ;  aud 

'li.  To  maintaiu  the  fertility  of  the  soil 
with  the  least  possible  exhaustion. 

The  tir^t  of  iliese  maxiiub  has  cotnmanded 
very  general  atteuiiou  throughout  tht- 
United  States,  and  a  rage  for  large  crops  at 
whatever  expeuse  of  future  fertility,  has  be- 
come almost  a  mania  in  many  parts  of  the 
country.  The  pre-ient  system  of  giving 
prizes  ut  our  agricultural  Fairs,  if  it  does 
not  tend  to  produce  this  state  of  iuditfer- 
eiice  to  the  future  proiluciiveness  of  our 
fields,  oertaiu'y  d  its  nothing  tooounteraotit] 
Who  ever  heard  ot  a  soci<-iy  oil'tuiug  a  pre- 
mium for  the  best  seiies  of  crops  on  the 
same  field  for  five  or  tea  years  1  To  muia- 
tain  the  fertility  of  the  soil  is  not  only  one 
of  the  principal  iuteresiii  of  tbe  farmer,  but 
it  is  tkduty  he  owes  to  those  who  are  to  suc- 
ceed him  lu  hid  business.  Fortunately,  the 
two  maxims  above  slated  in  no  way  confliot 
with  each  other. 

The  largest  [lossible  crop  may  be  produce  J 
this  year,  without  materially  impairing  the 
cnpauity  of  the  soil  to  repeal  the  same  next 
yea  ,  aud  each  succeedingyear  indefinitely. 
A  good  soil  can  be  worn  only  by  criminal 
neglfct  and  careUssuess  in  its  cultivaiii>n. 
In  England,  fields  that  have  been  cultivated 
a  thousand  years,  are  now  producing  forty 
bushels  of  wheat  to  the  acre,  and  each  year 
marks  a  slow  but  certain  increase  iu  the 
crop.  The  average  per  acre  iu  the  agricul 
tural  counties  ot  Euglaud  have  advanced 
present  century.  The  same  is  true  of 
Sweden,  and  of  portions  of  France,  Ger- 
many and  Belgium.  This  is  to  be  attrib- 
uted to  the  application  of  scientific  princi- 
jiles  pointed  out  by  Sir  Humphrey  Davy  iu 
England,  Sheele  iu  Sweden,  Bousiogaolt 
in  France,  and  Leibig  in  Germany.  While 
this  is  true  of  tho  old  world,  how  have  we 
fared  in  this  country  ?  If  we  take  the  cen- 
sus of  18 ll),  and  compare  it  with  that  of 
1800,  we  shall  discover  that  while  the  ag 
gregate  production  has  greatly  increased, 
the  averige  per  acre  has  been  constantly 
diminishing.  Between  1840  and  IbiSO  this 
was  true  of  all  the  States  in  all  the  princi- 
pal crops  cultivated  ;  but  between  iSoU  aud 
IHGO  several  of  the  States  nearly  main- 
tained their  average,  while  one  of  them 
(MaaP.,)  and  several  counties  in  others, 
show  a  small  advance  — I'ro/.  R.  T.  Brown, 
in  y^urthweslern   farmer.

The  Board  of  Trade  of  Milwaukee  have 
adopted  the  following  new  rales  for  the  in- 
spection of  Wheat : 

Nj:  1  Spring  strictly  by  the  present 
standard. 

No.  2  by  the  present  standard,  as  to 
weight,  and  to  be  free  from  grown  and 
sprouted  Wheat. 

No.  3  shall  comprise  all  Wheat  fit  for 
warehousing,  weighing  not  less  than  fifty- 
four  pounds  to  the  measured  bushels,  which, 
under  the  established  rules  of  inspeciion, 
may  be  unfit  to  go  into  the  higher  grades. 

Rejected  shall  comprise  all  Wheal  fit  for 
warehousing,  but  loo  low  in  weight  or  oth- 
erwise unfit  to  pass  into  No.  3.

— It  is  the  duty  of  each  member  of  the 
Mt.  Ilolyoke  Female  Seminary  to  write  an 
annuil  letter,  stating  whether  she  is  mar- 
ried or  single,  how  many  children  she  has, 
and  other  particulars  concerning  her  status 
and  progress.  A  young  I  tdy  of  the  class  of 
IS'al,  has  just  written  to  the  class  secretary 
that  she  is  not  married,  but  that  she  thinks 
she  can  eee  a  little  cloud  that  ariseth  out  of 
the  sky  of  the  future,  like  a  man  s  hand. 

— Some  individuals,  slightly  disgusted 
with  faro,  keno,  and  games  of  that  descrip- 
tion, are  now  playing  a  game  in  which  they 
stand  Just  aa  good  a  sight  as  the  bank  does.

— .\  Massachusetts  paper  company  is 
dividing  one  hundred  per  cent,  out  of  the 
profits  made  from  newspaper  publishers. 

The  Boston 
Traiveript  is  now  printed  on  paper  imported 
from  Eugland  It  is  a  significant  comment 
on  the  manufacturers  in  this  country  that 
paper  can  be  imported  at  a  savin);  to  con- 
sumers. The  proprietor  of  Lloyd's  Xewt- 
paper,  in  London,  has  just  imported  two 
hundred  and  seventy  toDS  of  Esparto  grass 
from  Algeria  for  the  manufacture  of  (^aper 
for  that  journal.  The  cost  of  this  kind  of 
paper  is  one-half  that  of  linen  fabrio. 


— There  was  recently  quite  a  lively  scene 
in  ihfc  New  Hkvcn  depot.  The  10:30  a.  m 
mail  train  had  ju?t  arrived  from  New  York, 
and  while  the  trunks  were  being  takcu  from 
the  bairg:ige  car,  .Master  Searles  discovered 
that  ouu  of  them  was  on  fire..  Very  forluu- 
attly  he  had  a  key  about  his  per.-on,  which 
tilled  the  luck.  When  the  trunk  was 
opened,  the  clothes  were  found  to  bo  burn- 
ing rapidly,  and  after  searching  for  the 
Ciu.-<e  of  this  singular  accident,  a  bottle  of 
phosphorus  was  found  among  the  clothing, 
which  had  ignited.  The  trunk  pnnved  to 
be  the  property  of  a  newly  married  coupla 
OB  their  wedding  trip. 

—  Recently,  a  man  at  Magnolia,  La.,  put 
some  tar  on  his  pantaloons,  and  immetliate- 
ly  sat  do>vu  u[oii  the  back  of  a  raulo  which 
belonged  to  somebody  else.  The  couse- 
ijuenca  was,  that  wheu  he  left  Magnolia  the 
mule  stuck  to  hiui.  The  peoplf  up  there 
c^lhd  it  '■  :jtealiug  a  male^'' and  arrc.«ted 
h-m.  Thus  (he  matter  stood  until  Friday 
night,  when  it  was  discovered  tiiat  the  pris- 
oner hsd  lefi  his  quarters.  He  was  found 
a  few  hours  afterwards,  dead,  underneath 
the  projecting  limb  of  a  tree,  and  marks  of 
a  rope  were  plainly  Tisible  around  his  neck.

The  second, 
Alice,  is  the  wife  of  the  Prince  of  Hesse- 
D.armsiadi,  whose  principality  Las  been 
lately  absorbed  by  Prussia.  The  third, 
Helena,  became  recently  the  wife  of  the 
Prince  of  Teck,  who  is  a  Prince  without  a 
principality.  Two  remain  unmarried — 
Louise,  who  is  in  her  I8th  year,  aud  Bea- 
trice, who  is  in  her  0th  year.  What  is  to  be 
done  with  Louise,  now  that  the  most  of  the 
Prol^tant  German  princes  have  been  ousted 
frounheir  petty  thrones  by  Prussia  ?  There 
is  only  one  Protestant  prince  now  available 
for  royal  conjugal  purposes,  aud  he  is  the 
brother  of  the  Princess  of  Wales,  King 
George  of  Greece.  Mr.  Gladstone  is,  con- 
sequently, to  proceed  to  Athens  to  enter 
upon  this  delicate  negotiation. 

— Every  one  has  heard  of  the  great  stone 
face,  the  profile  in  the  Franconia  mountains, 
which  stands  out  from  a  rocky  precipice 
towering  1.000  feet  above  the  beautiful  lake 
near  the  Profile  hou«e.  The  sharp-cut 
features  of  this  wonderful  statue  could 
scarcely  be  improved  by  human  art.  The 
forehead,  nose,  mouth,  chin,  and  even 
Adam's  apple  on  the  neck,  all  are  perfect. 
Many  a  man  can  be  seen  whose  face  resem- 
bles it.  The  strange  fact  about  this  profile, 
however,  not  generally  known,  is  that  the 
etfect  is  prodrced,  not  by  the  edge  of  one 
rock,  but  simply  by  the  accidental  growping 
of  various  rocks,  some  more  distant  than 
others.  In  fact,  the  front  of  the  top  of  the 
precipice  is  a  group  of  rocks  about  80  feet 
high  by  100  in  breadth.  The  nose  is  40 
feet  west  of  the  forelicad.  The  mouth, 
which  seems  a  mere  opening  of  two  thin 
lips,  is  a  fcidt-long  chasm  or  break  of  50  feet 
in  extent.  Viewed  from  the  front,  (he  face 
vanishes,  while  the  rocks  teem  inaccessible 
as  they  bang  in  the  air  over  the  precipitous 
descent  below  them.

Over   the   Falls. 

This  aHernoon  while  a  terrible  wind  was 
blowing  up  the  gulf,  two  men  were  discov- 
ered in  a  small  boat  in  the  rapids  south  of 
the  Three  Sisters.  They  were  eiruggling 
desperately  with  the  waves,  but  human 
power  was  utterly  unavailing.  Hundreds 
of  persons  were  on  Uoat  Island  and  saw 
them,  but  of  coarse  were  unable  to  render 
them  any  assistance.  The  terror-stricken 
men  rowel  with  frantic  efi"orts  to  (he  very 
verge  of  the  precipice  and  finally  went  over, 
still  clinging  to  the  oars. 

It  seems  Mr.  Cooper,  the  postmaster  at  the 
town  of  Chippewa,  on  the  Canada  side,  two 
miles  above  the  falls,  started  with  Frank 
Louize,  the  ferryman,  to  cross  the  river  in  a 
small  boat.  Usually  the  course  is  to  pull 
about  two  miles  up  the  river  before  attempt- 
ing to  cross;  but  on  this  occasion  the  un- 
fortunate men  stem  to  have  imagined  tbit 
the  heavy  wind  blowing  up  streaoi  would 
counteract  the  force  of  the  current,  and 
consequently  attempted  to  cross  in  a  direct 
line 

The  result  was  the  same  as  it  has  been  on 
three  former  occasions  when  similar  at- 
tempts have  been  made,  and  their  l.vespaid 
the  forfeit  of  this  mistake.  The  sad  ending 
of  the  last  mad  attempt  should  teach  a 
lesson  of  carefulness  to  all  who  live  along 
the  river's  bank.  The  rapids  of  the  Nia- 
gara are  too  awful  to  be  trifled  with.  It  is 
singular  that  Leuize,  the  ferryman,  who  bad 
crosL'ed  and  recrossed  a  hundred  times  in  all 
kinds  of  weather,  should  have  so  sadly 
misjud.^ed  the  force  of  the  current,  and 
overesti  -uated  to  euch  a  dfgrec  the  strength 
of  the  wi.id. — Buffalo  Express,  Sept.  12.

Ncicntific  ■''urnilns. 

As  Solomon  condenses  the  whole  duly  of 
man  into  two  precepts — "  Fear  Qud  and  keep 
his  commandments,"  so  the  whole  business 
and  purpose  of  farming  may  be  embraced 
iu  two  maxims,  as  follows: 

1st.  To  raise  the  largest  possible  crops 
with  the  least  possible  labor  ;  and 

2d.  To  maintain  the  fertility  of  the  soil 
with  the  least  possible  exhaustion. 

The  tirijl  of  these  maxitun  has  commanded 
very  general  attention  throughout  the 
United  Slates,  and  a  rage  for  large  crops  at 
whatever  expense  of  future  fertility,  has  be- 
come almost  a  m'auia  in  many  parts  of  the 
country.  The  present  system  of  giving 
prizes  at  our  agricultural  Fairs,  if  it  does 
not  tend  to  produce  this  state  of  inditfer- 
eiice  to  the  future  proiiuoiiveness  of  our 
fitdds,  oerlaiu'y  d  its  nothing  to  oounteraotitj 
Who  ever  heard  ot  a  boci'ty  otfitfiug  a  pre- 
mium for  the  best  series  of  crops  on  the 
same  field  for  five  or  tea  years  t  To  main- 
tain the  fertility  of  the  soil  is  not  only  one 
of  the  principal  interests  of  the  farmer,  but 
it  is  a  duty  he  owes  to  those  who  are  to  suc- 
ceed hiui  lu  hid  business.  Fortunately,  the 
two  maxims  above  stated  in  no  way  oonfliot 
with  each  other. 

The  largest  possible  cf  op  may  be  prodncei 
this  year,  without  materially  impairing  the 
cnpacily  of  the  soil  to  repeat  the  same  next 
yea',  aud  each  succeeding  year  indefinitely. 

.\  good  soil  can  be  worn  only  by  criminal 
neglect  and  careltssuess  in  its  cultivation. 
In  England,  fields  that  have  been  cultivated- 
a  thousand  years,  are  now  producing  forty 
bushels  of  wheat  to  the  acre,  and  each  year 
marks  a  slow  but  certain  increase  iu  the 
crop.  The  average  per  acre  iu  the  agricul- 
tural  counties  of  Euglaud  have  advanced 

present  century.  The  same  is  true  of 
Sweden,  ani  of  portions  of  France,  Ger- 
many and  Belgium.  This  is  to  be  attrib- 
uted to  the  application  of  scientific  princi- 
ples pointed  out  by  Sir  Humphrey  Davy  in 
England,  Sheele  in  Sweden,  Bousingaolt 
in  France,  and  Leibig  in  Germany.  While 
(his  is  (rue  of  the  old  world,  how  have  we 
fared  in  this  country  ?  If  we  take  the  cen- 
sus of  1840,  and  compare  it  with  that  of 
1800,  we  shall  discover  that  while  the  ag 
gregate  production  has  greatly  increased, 
the  average  per  acre  has  been  constantly 
diminishing.  Between  1840  and  1850  this 
was  true  of  all  the  States  in  all  the  princi- 
pal crops  cultivated  ;  but  between  1850  and 
18(50  several  of  the  States  nearly  main- 
tained their  average,  while  one  of  them 
(Mass.,)  and  several  counties  in  others, 
show  a  small  advance  — I'rof.  R.  T.  Brown, 
in  Northwestern  tanner.

The  Board  of  Trade  of  Milwaukee  have 
adopted  the  following  new  rules  for  the  in- 
spection of  Wheat: 

Nd;  1  Spring  strictly  by  the  present 
standard. 

No.  2  by  the  present  standard,  as  to 
weight,  and  to  be  free  from  grown  and 
sprouted  Wheat. 

No.  3  shall  comprise  all  Wheat  fit  for 
warehousing,  weighing  not  less  than  fifty- 
four  pounds  to  the  measured  bushels,  which, 
under  the  established  rules  of  inspection, 
may  be  unfit  to  go  into  the  higher  grades. 

Rejected  shall  comprise  all  Wheat  fit  for 
warehousing,  but  too  low  in  weight  or  oth- 
erwise unfit  to  pass  into  No.  3.

«'  I  remember  it  50  years  ago,  Fred,"  an 
old  man  slid  to  his  hoy  compauioo,  as  they 
both  stood  looking  through  the  sunshine  at 
the  great  front  of  the  cathedral  at  Ilouen. 
"Yes,  fifty  years  ago  I  stood  before  it  as  we 
are  standing  now,  and  I  think  the  very  same 
birds  were  building  their  nests  then  up  over 
the  porch  there.  Look  how  they  fly  in  and 
out !  Uow  many  generations  of  them  have 
lived  there  do  you  think,  my  boy?" 

They  stood  in  the  open  square,  with  their 
backs  to  the  cat\s  and  the  gay  shops,  the 
sunlight  falling  tenderly  on  the  great  gay 
sculptured  walls,  before  them,  lighting  up 
shaft  and  capital  and  niche  with  all  their 
wondrous  workmanship  of  living  form  and 
clustered  pinnacle. 

"  Fifty  years  ago,"  he  again  saiil  softly. 
•'Poor  Christine!" 

Fifty  years  ago  Frank  Listen  spent  a  sum- 
mer holiday  in  Rouen;  he  was  about  19 
then,  a  high-minded,  enthusiastic  youth. 
His  father  was  dead,  and  be  was  educating 
himself  to  be  an  artist,  and  was  looking 
forward  with  all  the  eagerness  of  a  gener- 
ous nature  to  the  time  when  he  should  be 
able  to  remove  his  mother,  who  was  poor 
now,  above  all  want.  Young  as  he  was,  he 
had  worked  so  hard  already,  that  he  had 
more  than  once  earned  something  for  her, 
and  with  a  flushing  cheek  had  poured  his 
golden  guineas  into  her  lap  ;  and  she,  by 
hard  pinching,  hnd  saved  some  of  these 
guineas,  and  this  'ummer,  because  in  striv- 
ing after  such  early  wages  he  had  begun  to 
outrun  his  strength,  she  made  him  take  a 
few  of  them  iigaiu,  and  sent  him  across  the 
channel  to  vi:iit  (what  in  his  heart  she 
knew  he  longed  to  see)  some  one  or  two  of 
the  old  picturesque  French  towns. 

It  was  bright  June  weather  when  we 
reached  the  tirst  of  them  at  which  wc  meant 
to  halt,  Rouen,  and  saw  from  far  away  the 
dark  old  city,  towards  which  for  years  his 
artist's  heart  had  tended,  stretched  out 
amidst  the  windings  rf  the  Seine.  He  had 
been  laugLed  at  by  one  or  two  before  he 
started  on  his  journey,  and  had  been  told 
that  this  old  Rouen  was  nothing  but  a  miser- 
able town  of  grimy,  tottering  houses  and 
blackened  churches,  but  the  youth  bad  gaily 
returned  laugh  for  laugh.  He  knew  well 
what  he  crossed  the  sea  to  seek,  and  he 
knew  that  he  should  not  fail  to  find  it, 
even  in  the  midst  of  thone  decaying  houses 
and  those  moldering  churches,  he  found  it 
in  narrow  streets  and  neglected  corners ; 
and  wheresoever  he  discovered  it,  whether 
in  open  square  or  hidden  alley,  he  hailed 
it  as  men  hail  the  sight  of  long  sought,  long 
nnseen  friends'  fac^-s.

Twenty  years  afior wards,  cuiiM  he  have 
gone  and  spent  hours  each  day  with  two 
poor  untaught  womeu — women  who  could 
not  read  nor  write,  who  neither  knew  nor 
dreamt  of  the  height  or  depth  of  .anything 
in  this  great  world,  whoso  universe  was 
almost  bounded  by  Ihe  four  square  walls  of 
the  mean  habitation  where  they  dwelt, — 
could  he  have  pas-^ed  hours  each  day  with 
such  as  tht'sc  aud  found  his  heart  grow 
knitted  to  thom?

A  fearful  tragedy  la  reported  to  have  hap- 
pened at  Shouhoumkale,  in  CircaKsia,  in  con- 
sequence of  the  (fforiw  of  the  Russian 
authorities  to  put  a  stop  to  the  sale  of  Cir- 
cassian young  women  to  the  Turks.  Some 
of  the  leading  citizens,  who  were  interest- 
ed in  the  tritllio,  conspired  to  massacre  the 
garrison  and  the  Christian  population  of  the 
place,  and  then  start  for  Turkey  with  their 
slave  girls.  Their  infamous  plot  partially 
bucceeded.  About  lUO  Russians,  including 
women  and  children,  were  butchered  in  a 
night  attack  :  but  the  garrison  proved  too 
much  for  the  conspirators,  and  killed  200  or 
•'>00  of  them,  after  which  martial  law  was 
established. 

A  case  of  fatal  child  flogging  occurred  at 
S&rnia,  a  few  miles  from  Kingston,  Canada 
West,  on  Wednesday  last,  the  victim  being 
a  little  girl  five  years  of  age,  named  Kate 
Sibley,  the  illegitimate  daughter  of  Schuy- 
ler Sibley  and  a  Miss  Kate  Davis,  and  the 
alleged  provocation  being  the  refusal  of  the 
child  to  say  its  prayers.  The  murderess, 
on  being  examined,  confessed  that  a  few 
days  previous  to  the  fatal  act  the  father  of 
the  child  had  administered  to  it  a  most  un- 
merciful beating  for  not  saying  its  prayers, 
and  ordered  her  to  do  the  same  when  it  re- 
fused. The  jury  returned  a  verdict  crim- 
inating both  parents,  whereupon  they  were 
both  committed  to  prison  to  await  trial  for 
murder. 
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Oeneral    Intellieence. 

There  are  now  nearly  $86,000,000  in  gold 
in  the  United  States  treas^ury. 

United  States  Treasurer  Spinner  is  now 
prepared  to  furnish  samples  of  the  new  per- 
forated postal  currency. 

A  Washington  dispatch  states  that  the 
Payrtaster  General  has  been  instructed  to 
commence  paying  the  extra  bounties  at 
once. 

It  is  reported  from  Ogdensburg  that  a 
large  number  of  Fenians  are  concentrating 
in  Northern  Vermont  for  a  raid  upon  Cana- 
da. Considerable  excitement  exists  in  those 
counties  which  border  on  the  Canadian  line. 
The  Canadians  are  arming  at  the  threatened 
points. 

Tidings  of  the  lost  and  dead  have  come 
up  out  of  the  sea.  The  ship  City  of  New 
York,  missing  since  she  sailed  from  New 
York  in  December  last,  has  been  heard  from 
through  a  bottled  message  found  upon  the 
coast  of  Scotland.  George  Adams,  carpen- 
ter of  the  ill-fated  ship,  briefly  announced, 
"January  13,  boats  all  lost — ship  going 
down." 

The  Atlantic  cable  had  been  looked  upon 
as  BO  hopelessly  lost  that  the  underwriters 
had  paid  the  full  amount  insured.  The 
Great  Eastern  will  now  be  entitled  to  a  large 
amount  of  salvage  money,  and  so  it  may  be 
hoped  that  the  long  run  of  ill-luck  which 
that  vessel  has  had  to  endure  has  come  to 
an  end,  and  that  her  shareholders  will  at 
last  get  rich  by  her. 

The  use  of  the  Atlantic  cable  in  equaliz- 
ing transactions  between  London  and  New 
York  is  nowhere  bettei*  shown  than  in  the 
great  business  now  being  done  in  United 
States  bonds,  and  the  turning  of  the  tide  of 
gold  back  upon  the  United  States.  Several 
millions  in  bonds  are  being  purchased  and 
shipped  weekly,  upon  orders  per  cable,  and 
it  is  not  an  uncommon  thing  to  have  orders 
for  bonds  countermanded  by  the  Ocean  Tel- 
egraph when  just  on  the  eve  of  being 
shipped,  in  which  event  the  bonds  are  usually 
thrown  immediately  upon  the  market  and 
re-sold — the  parties  ordering  the  bonds 
being  charged  with,  whatever  less  may  be 
sustained.  --— - 


The  gallant  hearts  who  struck  for  free- 
dom from  Turkish  rule,  in  the  island  of 
Candia,  have  been  defeated  by  the  Turks  in 
a  great  battle. 

A  plot  has  been  discovered  to  overthrow 
the  Government  of  Paraguay.  The  discov- 
ery, of  course,  has  defeated  the  plans  of  the 
revolutionists. 

The  London  A^ews,  reasoning  from  its 
fears,  and  permitting  its  hopes  to  guide  it  to 
a  conclusion,  thinks  that  an  alliance  be- 
tween Russia  and  the  United  States  is  im- 
practicable. 

South  America  advices  from  the  Plata 
report  a  most  stubborn  and  sanguinary  bat- 
tle on  the  Kith  and  17th  of  July,  causing  a 
loss  of  4,200  kiled  and  wounded  in  the  allied 
armies,  and  an  approximate  number  of  the 
Paraguayan  army.  The  latter  fought  chiefly 
within  intrenohments,  and  consequently 
were  less  exposed. 

Four  thousand  dollars  in  New  Orleans  city 
bonds  of  the  issue  of  1835  were  recently 
discovered  in  an  old  secretary  in  Paris. 
Thirty-one  years*  interest  is  due  on  them. 
All  measures  to  discover  the  real  owner  have 
proved  fruitless,  aud  the  honest  man  who 
found  thom  will  soon  be  put  in  possession 
of  them,  and  get  the  whole  amount  due, 
$11,440. 

A  Montreal  telegram  of  the  18th  says  a 
raft,  on  Friday  night,  during  the  storm  and 
darkness,  with  thirty  men  on  it,  was  driven 
into  the  Cedar  Rapids  from  its  anohorage, 
and  the  logs  were  dashed  in  every  direction. 
It  might  be  supposed  that  there  would  be 
no  hope  for  any  one  on  board,  but  four  In- 
dians escaped,  having  reached  an  island, 
from  whioh  they  were  rescued  next  day. 
Ten  of  the  crew  were  Canadians,  ten  Irish 
and  Scotch,  and  ten  Indians.

The  cxpeiiments  with  heavy  guns  at 
Fortress  Monroo  still  continue  with  gratify- 
ing success. 

About  midnight  on  Thursday  night  con- 
siderable Buow  fell  at  Louisville,  and  the 
weather  is  very  cold  and  wet. 

The  National  Express  and  Transportation 
Com|any,  of  wnich  the  rebel  Gen.  Joe 
Johnson  is  President,  has  made  an  assign- 
ment. 

The  cholera  is  raging  to  an  alarming  de- 
gree in  Nashville.  There  were  88  deaths 
from  that  disease  during  24  hours  ending  9 
o'clock  on  the  2'ith.  Only  about  5,000  citi- 
zens remain  in  the  town. 

Many  rebel  cilizens  of  Brenham  Texas, 
have  risen  in  arms  against  the  small  de- 
tachment of  United  States  troops  stationed 
there,  and  the  Stale  authorities,  it  is  re- 
ported, have  offered  to  assist  the  rebels  with 
five  hundred  well  armed  men  if  necessary. 
Meanwhile,  gallant  Phil.  Sheridan  is  hasten- 
ing to  the  scene. 

The  laws  of  Ohio  allow  intermarrying  be- 
tween blacks  and  whites.  The  laws  of  Ken- 
tucky prohibit  it.  A  case  is  to  be  tried  in 
Kentucky  next  month,  which  will  decide 
whether  a  nezro  and  white  pereon,  legally 
married  in  Ohio,  can,  if  they  move  to  Ken- 
tucky, live  together  as  man  and  wife,  when 
the  laws  of  that  State  prohibit  their  cohab- 
iting together. 

The  Platteville  (La.)  Ezpresn  states  that  a 
box  was  recently  shipped  from  Baton  Rouge 
to  a  radical  merchant  in  Platteville,  which 
turned  out  to  De  an  infernal  machine,  so 
fixed  as  to  explode  when  opened.  Fortun- 
ately, the  merchant  suspected  a  trap,  opened 
the  box  at  the  bottom  instead  of  the  top, 
and  disclosed  the  apparatus  without  injury. 
Its  origin  will  be  searched  for. 

The  South  Carolina  Legislature  has 
passed  a  bill  which  permits  all  parties  to 
testify  in  their  own  behalf  in  civil  causes, 
and  gives  permission  to  defendants  in  crim- 
inal cases  to  testify  as  to  facts,  but  does  not 
require  that  they  should  give  any  evidence 
tending  to  criminate  themselves.  The 
"Fire  Loan  Bill,"  to  authorize  thg  City 
Council  of  Charleston  to  issue  two  millions 
of  bonds,  as  proposed  in  their  recent  ordi- 
nance, to  aid  in  rebuilding  the  city,  has  also 
been  passed. 


John  L.  Scripps,  for  many  years  editor  of 
the  Chicago  Trthunr,  and  Postmatiter  of  that 
city  under  .Mr.  Lincoln,  died  on  the  2id,  at 
Minneapolis,  Minnesota,  whiiher  he  had 
gone  for  his  health.  It  will  be  remembeied 
that  his  wife  died  suddenly  on  last  New 
Year,  while  rccieving  cal.'s. 

The  wife  of  Peter  Linn,  an  Irish  laborer, 
residing  at  Lawrence,  Kansas,  has,  for  sev- 
eral months  kept  up  a  clandestine  alliance 
with  a  negro  named  Wallace,  who,  last 
Tuesday  night,  llHh,  shot  Lian  in  order  to 
make  good  his  own  escape  from  ihe  bouse, 
and  has  not  since  been  arrested.  The 
woman,  has,  however,  been  arrested,  and 
the  doubly  injured  husband  will  recover. 

State  Fairs  have  been  well  attended. 
The  Iowa  and  Michigan  Fairs  closed  in  the 
21  at  and  22d,  and  the  Illinois  and  Wiscon- 
sin Fairs  opened  in  the  2']ih,  and  2-Jth. 
The  first  exhibition  of  the  Colorado  Fair 
commenced  at  Denver  ou  the  18ih.  It  was 
well  attended.  The  most  attractive  feature 
of  the  fair  was  the  numerous  specimens  of 
ore  from  the  different  mines  in  the  Terri- 
tory. 

A  late  census  of  Nebraska  City  shows  a 
population  of  eight  thoui-^and  inhabitants, 
and  over  one  thousand  new  buildings — pri- 
vate residences  and  business  houses — have 
been  erected  during  the  summer.  Ihe 
Council  Bluff:  and  St.  Joseph  railroad  is 
now  under  contract,  on  the  east  bank  of 
the  Missouri  river,  opposite  the  city,  and 
cars  will  be  running  from  Nebraska  City  to 
Council  Biuffs,  a  distance  of  fifty  miles,  bj 
the  firs'  of  December  next. 

Oa  Saturday,  last,  the  22d,  at  the  Chicago 
Driving  Park,  during  a  race  between  the 
noted  trotting  horses,  Butler  and  CcoUy,  the 
rider  of  the  former  was  foully  murdered  by, 
as  seems  certain,  parties  interef^ted  in  his 
defeat.  At  the  fifth  and  last  heat,  which 
took  place  after  dark,  Butler  came  in  with- 
out his  rider,  one  McKeaver,  who  was  after- 
wards found  dead  on  the  course,  with  a  large 
fracture  on  his  skull.  The  utmost  excite- 
ment prevailed,  and  the  rider  of  the  other 
horse,  along  with  a  man  named  Uickey,  are 
under  arrest.  It  is  believed  that  a  long 
board  was  held  up  so  that  McKeaver  in 
riding  would  strike  his  head  against  it. 

The  incessant  rains  of  last  week  ex- 
tending over  a  great  extent  of  western  ter- 
ritory, has  proved  especially  disastrous  in 
Ohio  and  Indiana,  where  the  rain-fall  reached 
the  extraordiniry  figure  of  ten  inches,  the 
greatest  for  the  season  ever  kiiown.  On 
Friday  all  the  railroads  leading  from  Cin- 
cinnati except  one,  were  interrupted.  The 
long  and  costly  bridge  over  the  Big  Miami 
river  on  the  Ohio  &  Mi??iss;fpi  Railroad 
wus  swept  off,  including  the  solid  abutments 
of  stone.  The  Indianapolis  &  Cincinnati 
Road  lost  three  bridges.  The  Indiana  Cen- 
tral lost  three  bridges  between  Cambridge 
City  &  Indianapolis.  The  Columbus.  Piqua 
&  Indiauapolis  Road  lost  its  great  bridge  at 
Piqua.  The  damage  done  to  the  corn  crop 
in  Central  Indiana  is  estimated  at  four  mil- 
lions of  dollars.  Towns  have  been  sub- 
merged, fences  swept  away  and  lives  lost.

The  Oregon  legislature  on  the  21st,  passed 
the  constitutional  amendment  by  a  vote  of 
25  ayes  to  22  noes. 

Young  Stretcher,  who  shot  Mr.  Stewart 
at  the  President's  reception  at  Indianapolis, 
has  been  indicted  for  murder. 

The  election  in  Montana  on  the  4th  inst. 
is  reported  to  have  resulted  iu  a  Democratic 
victory  by  a  majority  of  2,000. 

The  Ohio  State  Fair  has  been  postponed 
till  October  IGih,  in  consequence  of  the 
flood  and  the  derangement  of  railroads. 

The  Omaha  Herald  (Dem.)  of  the  14th 
insti,  says:  "George  Francis  Train  is  to 
enter  the  field  as  an  independent  candidate 
for  Congress." 

A  lad  nine  years  old,  was  run  over  by  a 
locomotive  in  Chicago  on  the  24th,  and  had 
both  legs  cut  off  near  the  knee.  His  recov- 
ery is  hopeless. 

The  city  of  Freoport,  111.,  by  a  vote  of  154 
ftres  and  800  nays,  has  decided  not  to  cre- 
ate a  loan  of  $10,000  for  the  purchase  of  a 
steam  fire-engine. 

The  Chicago  Times  has  enlarged,  come 
out  in  a  handsome  eight-page  dress,  and 
moved  into  a  new  building,  with  new  type, 
press,  engine  &c.,  at  a  cost  of  $110,000. 

On  the  '20th,  about  50  colored  men  from 
Washington  passed  through  Detroit,  en  route 
to  Battle  Creek,  where  they  are  to  work  on 
the  farm  of  Henry  Willis,  of  that  place. 

The  frost  on  the  morning  of  the  2l8t 
proved  severe  upon  the  corn  crop  nearly  all 
over  the  West,  and  on  that  day  corn  ad- 
vanced five  cents  per  bushel  in  the  leading 
markets. 

On  the  first  day  of  October  next,  the  re- 
prcFcntativcs  of  the  Southern  loyalists  who 
have  made  a  tour  through  the  Eastern  States 
from  philad?!phia,  will  be  received  in  Chioa- 
go  by  the  Governor  of  Illinois. 

The  Soldiers  and  Sailors  Convention  met 
at  Pittsburgh  on  the  2r>th,  and  organized 
by  choosing  Private  L.  Edwin  Dudley  tem- 
porary Chairman,  nnd  afterwards  Gen.  Cox, 
of  Ohio,  as  permanent  President. 

Six  men  were  buried  in  the  ruins  of  a 
building  that  caved  in  on  the  24th,  at  Mil- 
waukee. All  were  rescued  alive,  (hough 
one  died  soon  after,  and  it  is  believed  that 
at  least  one  more  will  die  from  his  injuries 

A  disaster  occurred  on  the  Hannibal  & 
St.  Joe  Railroad,  on  the  18th,  near  St.  Joe, 
which  resulted  in  the  demolition  of  a  freight 
train,  the  death  of  the  fireman,  Albert  Kin- 
neman,  bi-akeman  C.  L.  Newman,  and  se- 
rious injury  to  the  engineer,  David  Kinne- 
man. 

The  Producer's  Bank,  of  Chicago,  which 
failed  last  week,  was  owned  by  one  Harvey 
Doolittle,  who  on  the  day  before  the  failure, 
■old  $21,000  of  bogus  eastern  exchange, 
averring  the  soundness  of  his  bank  as  he 
did  BO.  The  liabilities  are  $183,000  and 
the  assets  only  $111,000.

The  old  Tammany  Hall,  New  York,  is 
shortly  to  be  sold  to  the  highest  bidder,  the 
warriors  having  resolved  to  build  another 
hall. 

It  is  understood  that  Samuel  J.  Tilden  is 
to  be  elected  Chairman  of  the  Democratic 
State  Central  Committee  of  New  Y'ork,  the 
position  formerly  occupied  by  the  late  Dean 
Richmond. 

In  Huntington  county,  Pennsylvania, 
there  were  three  deaths  from  burning  last 
week — two  children  who  were  playing  with 
matches,  and  a  woman  who  attempted  to  re- 
vive a  fire  by  pouring  coal  oil  on  it. 

A  family  of  five  persons  were  burned  to 
death  in  a  tenement  house  in  New  York,  on 
the  24th.  The  position  of  their  remains  in- 
dicated that  they  had  met  their  terrible 
fate  in  each  other's  embrace.  Another  fam- 
ily of  five  persons  saved  themselves  by 
jumping  from  a  fourth  story  window  upon  a 
feather  bed  held  np  to  receive  them.  Two 
of  them  were  seriously  injured. 

Stephen  H.  Phillips,  of  Salem,  Massa- 
chusetts, formerly  .\ttorney  General  of  that 
State,  who  went  out  to  California  last  spring, 
has  received  and  accepted  an  appointment 
as  Attorney  General  in  the  Government  of 
the  Sandwich  Islands.  The  salary  of  the 
office  is  $5,000  a  year,  in  gold,  with  the 
privilege,  also,  of  practicing  in  the  Admi- 
ralty Courts  of  the  Islands. 

A  Coroner's  inquest  upon  the  Johnstown 
(Penn)  calamity  reports  "that  the  essen- 
tial timbers  of  said  bridge  or  platform  were 
partially  rotted,  the  whole  structure  de- 
fective and  insufficient  to  support  and  sus- 
ta.n  tiie  number  and  weight  of  persons 
drawn  to  and  invited  upon  it,  and  was  in 
general  necessarily  dangerous;  that  the 
said  train  stopped  at  an  unusual  point  at 
said  station,  and  thereby  drew  the  people 
f.pon  the  most  weak  and  dangerous  part  of 
said  platform,  and  had  said  train  stopped 
at  the  usual  place  of  stepping  at  said  sta- 
tion, the  said  accident  would  not  probablv 
have  happened." 

A  shocking  murder  was  perpetrated  in 
Worcester,  Massachusetts,  on  the  17th. 
Shortly  after  that  hour  an  alarm  of  fire  was 
given,  and  it  was  found  that  a  baru  near 
the  house  of  one  Thomas  Failon  was  on  fire. 
The  man  Fallon  helped  to  put  out  the  fire, 
and  while  engaged  with  others  in  doing  so 
some  one  went  into  his  house  atid  found  his 
wifelying  insensible  and  covered  with  blood, 
which  had  proceeded  from  wounds  iu  her 
head.  The  cry  of  "  muri'.er"  was  raised, 
and  on  hearing  it  Fallon  attempted  to  Cb- 
cape,  but  was  arrested.  He  did  not  deny 
the  crime,  and  said  that  he  had  used  a  brick- 
bat in  making  the  murderous  attack.  Mrs. 
Fallon  died  about  five  o'clock  the  same 
morning. 


—The  Manchester  Mirror  tells  the  follow- 
ing amusing  story  of  the  barefaced  conduct 
of  the  hog  stealers  in  tha  town  of  Man- 
chester, New  Hampshire.  In  cne  iusianco 
the  thieves  woke  up  a  man  in  his  own  farm 
house,  told  him  one  of  their  hogs  h.ad  got 
out  of  the  wagon  into  the  road,  and  asked 
his  assistance  to  put  him  back.

For  reasons  above  stated,  these  gentlemen 
not  only  cordially  approve  but  advise  this 
temporary  delay,  confident  that  such  a 
policy  will  ejailiy  inure  to  the  benefit  of 
the  public  and  the  interests  of  the  Associa- 
tion. We  believe  it  will  have  a  tendency  to 
hasten  subicriptions  so  as  to  secure  a  draw- 
ing at  th^  earliest  possible  moment,  rather 
than  embarrass  the  sale  of  certificates.  No 
one  who  can  form  an  approximate  idea  of 
the  enormous  scope  and  magnitude  of  this 
truly  wonJerful  enterprise — involving  as  it 
has  from  the  moment  of  its  organization 
(barely  three  months  ago,)  the  establishment 
of  hundreds  of  local  agencies  in  neirly 
STery  city,  town  and  hamlet  of  the  States 
and  f erricories  ;  the  employment  of  an  im- 
mense clerical  force  ;  the  printing  of  thous- 
ands of  superb  engravings,  and  the  immenHe 
details  included  under  the  general  head  of 
correapoaience,  advertising,  telegraphing, 
expressing,  ic— will  hesitate  to  admit  the 
necessity  or  concur  in  the  propriety  of  this 
step  on  the  part  of  the  management. 

We  can  assure  our  readers  that  the 
affairs  of  the  Association  were  never  in  so 
prosperous  a  condition  as  now,  and  that 
every  pledge  given  or  promise  made,  will  be 
faithfully  carried  oat  in  strict  accordance 
with  its  original  spirit  ani  intent.

I  stopt  at 

the  Washington  Hotel  in  Liverpool,  because 

it  was  named  in  honor  of  a  countryman  of 

mine  who  didn't  get  his  living  by  making 

mistakes,  and  whose  mera'ry  ia  dear  to  civ- 
ilized peple  all  over  tho  world,  because  he 

was  gentle  and  good  aa  well  as  trooly  great.

Among  others,  I  v\ou'd  call  your  atUn- 

tion  to  Alexander  the  Grea°,  who  coniierd 

the  world,  and  wept  because  ne  couldn't  do 

it  sum  more,  and  then  took  to  gin-and-sclt- 

zer,  getiin'  tight   every   day  afore  dinner 

with      the      most      disgusting     regularity, 

causin'  his  parunts  to  regret  they  hadn't 

'prenticcd  him  in  his  early  youth  to  a  biskit 

baker,   or   some  occupation    of  a   peaceful 

and  quiet  character.     I   say,  therefore,  to 

the  great  men  now  livin'  (you  could  put 'em 

into  Hyde  Park,  by  tho  way,  and  still  leave 

room  for  a  large  and  respectable  concourse 

of  rioters) — bo  good.      I  say  to  that  gifted 

but  bald  beded    Prooshan,    Bismarck,    be 

good  and  gentel  in   yoor  hour  of  triumph. 

I   always  am.     I   admit   that  our  lines  is 

different — Bismarck's    and    mine — but   the 

same  glorious  principle  is  involved.

'em.  If  you  say,  "Ah,  yes,  but  also  your 
hours  of  grief  and  misfortin' ;"  I  answer, 

it  is  troo,  and  you  prob'ly  refer  to  the  cir- 
ciimstans  of  my  hirin'  a  young  man  of 
dissypated  habits  to  fix  hisself  up  as  A  real 
Cannibal  from  New  Zeelan,  and  when  I  was 
simply  tellin'  the  aujience  that  he  was  the 
most  fcroshus  Cannibal  of  his  tribe,  and 
that,  alone  and  unassisted,  he  had  et  sev'ril 
of  our  fellow-countrymen,  and  that  he  had 
at  one  time  even  contemplated  eatin  his 
Uncle  Thomas  on  his  mother's  side,  as  well 
as  other  near  and  dear  relatives — when  I 
was  makin'  these  simple  statements,  the 
mis'ble  young  man  said  I  was  a  lyar,  and 
knockt  me  orff  the  platform.  Not  quite 
satisfied  with  this,  he  cum  and  trod  hevily 
on  me,  and  as  he  was  a  very  musculer  per- 
son, and  wore  remarkably  thick  boots,  I 
knew  at  once  that  a  canary  bird  wasn't 
walkin'  over  me. 

I  admt  that  my  ambition  over  slept  her- 
self in  Ihisinstuns,  and  I've  been  very  care- 
ful ever  since  to  deal  square  with  tho  pub- 
lic.

Congress  iu  fixing  the  pending  constiiiuiouiil 
amendment  is  wise,  prudent  and  jusi.  It 
clearly  defines  American  ciiizoiiitliip,  and 
guarantees  all  his  rights  to  every  citizen. 
It  places  on  a  just  aud  equal  basis  iho 
right  of  representation,  making  the  vote  of 
a  man  in  one  State  equally  poieut  wiiti  the 
vote  of  another  man  in  auy  State.  It  rit;htly 
excludes  from  places  of  honcr  and  trust 
the  chief  conspirators  and  gtiiliiost  rebels, 
whose  perjiircil  crimes  have  dreni'hvd  (he 
land  with  Iraternal  blood.  It  pu>s  iuto  the 
very  frame  of  our  government  t'ko  inviola- 
bility of  the  national  debt,  and  the  nullity 
forever  of  all  debts  contracted  by  the  re- 
bellion. 

Htjoli-t-il,  That  it  is  unfortunate  for  the 
country  thatthese  propositions  have  not  been 
rectivevl  in  the  spirit  of  coucilmliou,  c'em- 
ency  and  fraternal  feeling  in  which  Ihey 
were  ofi'ered,  as  they  are  tne  miidcat  terms 
ever  granted  t  j  subdued  rebels.

i  popular  government. 

HeeolvcJ,  That  the  neutrality  laws  should 
'  be  so  amended  as  to  afford  to  the  citizen  all 
I  rights  consistent  with  nation;il  f  liiu,  and 
I  the  support  of  the  great  paity  pledged  to 
I  sustain  equal  rights,  aud,  therefore,  we  tca- 
'  der  to  the  people  struggling  for  riguis  our 
I  cordial  sympathy  and  co  operaiiou. 
I  Hetolced,  That  the  Union  men  of  the 
'  South,  without  distinction  of  race  and  cjlor, 
i  are  entitled  to  the  gratitude  of  every  soldier 
'  and  sailor  who  served  his  country  incru^h- 
j  ing  the  rebellion,  and  that  in  tUe  preseut 
I  dark  hour  they  should  be  protected,  because 
they  are  and  nave  been  true  to  the  Govern- 
ment. We  will  not  prove  recreant  ♦©  our 
j  obligations,  but  will  staad  by  aud  protect 
j  with  our  lives,  if  neoesiary,  those  brave 
\  men  who  remained  true  to  us  when  all 
around  were  false  and  faithless 

Ri^fAc-J,  Tnat  the  public  domain,  as  the 

common  property  of  the  nation,  ought  to  be 

held  sacredly  devoted   to  the  benvbi  of  tne 

nation's  defenders:  that  Congresa  ought  to 

legislate  in  regard  to  bounties  aud  ptn^ious 

with  the  most  exact  audimpar'ial  justice  to 

'  all  soldiers  and  sailors. 

I      Resolced,  That  in  reorganizing  the  army, 

jusiica    to    the  volunteer  officers  deuiatKis, 

I  thf.t  faithful  service  in  the  field  ought  to  be 

I  htld  equivalent  to  an  education   at   West 

I  Point. 

I  Resolvd,  That  any  officer  or  soldier  who 
left,  nis  dag  to  servo  with  our  enemies  ought 
never  to  have  place  in  the  army  or  navy  of 
the  Union. 

On  motion  of  General  Butler  the  follow- 
ing resolution  was  added: 

Resolved,  That  a  National  Committee 
form  a  Soldiers  and  Sailors'  Union  of  all 
who  agree  with  the  principles  set  forth  by 
these  resolutions,  to  consist  of  three  meok- 
bers  from  each  State  and  Territory,  the 
names  to  be  reported  to  the  Convention  in 
order  to  complete  an  organizatiim,  and  to 
take  such  steps  as  they  may  deem  necessary 
for  the  furtherance  of  the  principles  of  the 
great  Union  party  to  which  we  belong.

A  »AV  Race  ill  the  West. 
"The  true  America,"  says  M.  Langcl, 
"only  begins  for  ttie  western  farmer  on  his 
own  slope  of  the  .Vlleghany  chain;  the  na- 
tional pride  that  burns  in  his  heart  is  not 
fed  by  democratic  passion  alone;  it  is  also 
inspired  by  the  sight  of  those  boundless 
plains  open  to  his  ambition,  by  those  giant 
rivers,  some  ruuniug  to  the  polir  regions, 
others  to  the  tropic  aeas.  The  old  States 
have  remained  in  many  respects  dependent 
on  Europe.  They  borrow  from  it  not  only 
goods  and  machines,  but  ideas.  The  West 
entirely  escapes  the  European  influence. 
By,  I  cannot  tell  what  inexplicable  charm, 
what  powerful  fascination,  those  who  go 
toward  the  Rocky  Mountains  never  look 
back  towards  the  Atlantic.  The  emigrant 
from  New  Eugland  never  regrets  (n  the 
prairies  the  hills  where  he  was  born ;  the 
Irishman  never  dreams  of  going  back  to 
his  damp  island ;  the  German  himself  faith- 
ful still  to  his  native  language,  becomes  un- 
faithful to  his  native  country.  From  thepc 
varied  sources  ppringa  new  race,  strong  as 
the  generous  soil  that  rears  it,  proud  and 
independent.  The  love  of  liberty  and  the 
feeling  of  equality  become  like  congenial 
passions  for  it;  its  political  convioiions  are 
not,  as  with  the  Enrop^an.  arms  against  a 
tyranny;  it  is  not  obliged  to  wrap  them  in 
formulas;  its  faith  is  a  living  faith.

The  oihtr  day, 
the  large  elephant  in  tlie  Jardin  des  Plantes 
suddenly  ce.ased  picking  up  the  breiid  and 
cake  offered  to  him  by  the  visitors  of  the 
garden,  drew  in  his  trunk,  and  continued  to 
follow  along  the  railings  of  his  inc  osure  a 
lady  who  was  carrying  in  hand  a  boquet  of 
orange  flowers.  The  lady's  attention  was 
called  to  his  movement,  and  she  at  once 
held  the  bouquet  within  his  reach.  The  an- 
imal seized  the  flowers,  inhaled  the  perfume 
with  great  d(:light  for  several  moments,  and 
— here  comes  the  least  credible  portion  of 
the  story — again  put  forth  its  trunk  and  re- 
stored the  bouquet  to  the  lady.  One  under- 
stands an  elephant's  passion  for  sweet 
smells,  but  hardly  comprehends  his  mani- 
festation of  gallantry  aud  good  breeding.

SisvKit  UoMiNH'A,  head  of  the  order  of 
the  Si.steis  of  the  Poor  of  St.  Francis  for 
the  United  Slates,  died  at  the  c>>nvent  of 
the  sisterhood  in  Ciuciuuali  thollih  inst., 
of  cholera. 

Mr.  Jonii  D.  Khatihq,  an  old  New  York 
merchant  of  the  Kuickorbooker  stock,  who 
served  in  the  war  of  18lll  and  participated 
in  the  obsequies  of  Oen.  Washington,  died 
on  the  iMh  inst.,  aged  77. 

M  W.  Baldwin,  who  lately  died  at  Phil- 
adelphia, was  tho  father  of  locomotive 
building  in  this  country,  having  built  the 
first  model  lououiotivo  ia  this  country,  and 
devoted  his  life  to  the  business. 

Vii-Toti  IIiTuo  does  a  large  part  of  his 
daily  work  before  breakfast,  gets  up  at  5 
o'clock,  aud  ull  that.  He  writes  staudiug, 
and  blots,  erases,  and  iuterliues,  so  that  all 
the  matter  luu&t  be  copied  before  it  goes  to 
the  printer. 

DAVin  Di'.NBAR,  a  sculptor  at  Dumfries, 
Scotland,  is  dead.  His  best  works  arc  busts 
from  life,  aud  some  copies  in  niahlc  from  the 
antique.  Ho  had  sitiiugs  from  Earl  Gray, 
Lord  Brougham,  Lord  Durham,  and  other 
eminent  btaicsmeu ;  and  he  executed  a  bust 
of  Grace  Darling,  which  was  several  limes 
reproduced  iu  marble  fur  the  Bishop  of 
Durham  and  others. 

Tub  Alexandria  (La.,)  f7ff2f/<«  says  that 
Rufus  King  Cutler  of  New  Orleans,  aggra- 
vated by  Gen.  Sheridan's  dispatches  and  re- 
marks, sent  to  the  commander  of  the  De- 
partment of  the  Gulf  to  inquire  if  that 
great  military  personage  would  accept  a 
challenge,  and  that  the  General  said  if 
Cutler  or  any  of  his  friends  called  on  him 
for  any  such  purpose  he  would  kick  them 
out  of  his  quarters. 

The  young  king  of  Belgium,  who  has 
jmt  recovered  from  an  attack  of  small-pox, 
seems  to  be  much  beloved  by  his  people. 
He  is  a  good  looking  young  man,  a  little 
over  30  years  of  age,  and  very  grave.  He 
has  a  well-shaped,  longish  Dutch  head,  dark 
complexion,  soft  broivn  eyes,  prominent 
aud  good  nose,  rather  inclined  to  be  aquil- 
ine He  Ecems  to  have  much  humility,  is 
earnest,  and  speaks  well.  His  Queen,  who 
was  an  .Austrian  Archduchess,  ia  remarka- 
bly pretty. 

The  Emperor  of  Brazil  is  expected  in  this 
country  soon  after  the  establishment  of 
peace  with  Paraguay,  which,  accordiug  to 
latest  accounts,  is  to  take  place  speedily. 
The  Emperor  is  not  much  over  forty,  and  a 
very  handsome  man,  of  high  scientific  at- 
taiuments  and  great  social  accomplishments. 
His  wife  is  a  daughter  of  the  late  King  of 
the  Two  Sicilies.  His  Majesty  takes  a  great 
interest  in  the  United  States,  and  is  expected 
to  spend  some  lime  in  Washington  and  in 
I'oston — in  the  latter  place  as  the  guest  of 
Professor  Agassiz  of  Cambridge,  in  whose 
recent  explorations  in  Brazil  he  took  a  viv- 
id interest. 


Atlantic   Telegraph. 

The  Courier  du  Havre,  sets  forth  a  strik- 
ing result  of  the  laying  of  the  Transatlantic 
telegraph.  It  says  :  New  York  is  situated 
nearly  76  degrees  cf  longitude  west  of  Paris. 
The  earta  in  its  daily  rotation  travels 
through  2tiO  degrees  in  twenty-four  hours, 
from  which  it  results  that  every  10  degrees 
to  the  west  of  the  first  meridian  placed  at 
Paris  is  one  hour  later.  When  it  is  noon  at 
Paris  u  is  only  11  o'clock  at  15  degrees  to 
the  west  of  that  city.  And  as  New  York  ia 
l*i  degrees  to  the  West  of  Paris,  it  follows 
that  it  is  7  o'clock  in  the  evening  at  New 
York  when  it  is  midnight  at  Paris.  Sup- 
pose, then,  that  a  great  edifice  in  Paris,  the 
Opera  for  example,  takes  tire  at  a  quarter 
past  twelve  at  night  on  the  1st  of  Septem- 
ber next,  the  event  is  immediately  tele- 
graphed from  Paris  to  New  York,  is  dated: 
"  Paris,  a  quarter  past  twelve  at  night,  Ist 
September.''  The  news  arrives  iu  New 
York,  let  us  say  in  two  hours,  to  make  am- 
ple allowance  for  interruptions,  etc.  ;  the 
dispatch  dated  Paris,  Ist  September,  ar- 
rives in  New  York  at  a  quarter  past  9  in  the 
evening  of  the  Slst  of  August,  so  that  a 
New  York  manager  could  appear  on  the 
stage,  and,  after  the  three  customary  bows, 
could  thus  express  himself:     "Ladies  and

— One  million  dollars  worth  of  cattle  is 
on  its  way  East  from  Texas.  Cattle  are 
selling  in  that  State  at  only  $5  per  head. 

— A  horse  has  been  imported  into  New 
Jersey  from  Belgium,  which  is  said  to 
weigh  2,3t>8  pounds  and  to  be  twenty  hands 
high. 

— Seven  horses  were  shipped  at  Chicago 
the  other  day  for  New  York,  and  their 
united  value  was  put  iu  the  bill  of  lading  at 
i560,000.  Among  them  was  the  ronning 
horses  Asteroid  and  Kentucky. 

— Grave  diggers  at  the  Petersburg  crater 
recently  unearthod,  in  an  excellent  state  of 
preservation,  the  body  of  a  white  woman, 
dressed  in  ttie  Federal  uniform.  She  had 
been  shot  through  ths  head. 

— Thirty  three  thousand  three  hundred 
and  eighty-five  hogsheads  of  tobacco  were 
sold  iu  Lmisville,  Kentucky,  last  year — a 
decrease  of  three  thousand  hogsheads  from 
the  previous  year's  sales. 

— Several  new  Episcopal  sees  are  to  be 
established  by  the  Roman  Catholic  Church, 
and  bishops  appointed  to  preside  over  them, 
by  the  second  national  council  of  the  Church, 
which  is  to  meet  at  Baltimore  on  the  first 
Sunday  ot  October. 

— Sixty-two  passenger  trains,  generally 
well  filled,  arrive  and  depart  from  Chicago 
every  day,  except  Sunday,  on  the  different 
railroads  leading  into  the  city.  The  num- 
ber of  freight  trains  considerably  exceeds 
that  of  the  passenger  trains. 

— A  little  girl  in  the  employ  of  the  Wolcott- 
ville,  Connecticut,  Manufacturing  Company, 
possesses  most  wonderful  arithmetical  pow- 
ers.

gregalionalist,  $6,000;  Baptist,  $1,700. 

— Hon.  Erastus  Corning,  for  so  many 
years  President  of  the  N.  Y.  C.  R.  R.,  and 
widely  interested  in  the  railroad  interest  of 
this  country,  especially  in  the  Northwest, 
is  now  convalescent.  He  has  been  very  ill 
at  Sharon  Springs,  so  that  serious  fears 
were  entertained ;  he  has,  however,  suffi- 
ciently recovered  to  be  removed  to  his  home 
in  Albany.

It  is 
troo,  1  once  had  a  dear  ouzzeu  who  wrote  22 
versis  onto  "A  Child  who  nearly  died  of  the 
Measles,  O  !"  but  as  he  injoodioiously  in- 
Irojuoed  a  chorius  at  the  eud  of  each  planzy, 
tho  parienis  didn't  like  it  at  all.  Tho  father 
in  parliclar,  wept  afrcsti,  assaulted  my  cuz- 
lon,  and  said  ho  never  felt  so  ridioklus  in 
his  intire  life.  The  ouhappy  result  was 
that  my  cuzzen  abandind  poetry  forever, 
aud  went  back   to  shoomakiu,  a  shattered 

mau. 

My  Uncle  Wilyim  disposed  of  his  soap 
and  returned  to  his  naliv  land  with  a  very 
exolted  opinyin  of  the  British  public.  "  It 
is  a  edycated  community,"  said  he  ;  "  they 
are  a  intellectooal  people.  In  one  amall 
village  alone  I  sold  60  cakes  of  soap,  in- 
cloodin  barronial  halls,  where  they  oflered 
me  a  ducal  coronet,  but  i  said  no— give  it  to 
the  poor."  This  was  the  way  Uncle  Wilyim 
went  on.  Ho  told  us,  however,  some  storiea 
that  was  rather  too  much  to  be  easily  swal- 
lerd.  Ill  fack,  my  Uncle  Wilyim  was  not  a 
emblem  of  '--^oth.  Ho  retired  some  years 
ago  onahonsum  comptency  derived  from 
the  insurance  money  he  received  on  a  rath- 
er shaky  skooncr  he  owned,  and  which 
burned  up  while  lyin  at  a  wharf  one  night, 
the  cargo  havin  fortnitly  been  remooved  the 
day  afore  the  disastriss  calamly  occurd. 
Uncle  Wilyim  said  it  was  one  of  the  most 
sing'ler  things  he  ever  heard  of ;  and, 
after  coUectiu  the  insurance  money,  he  bust 
into  a  flood  of  tears,  and  retired  to  his  farm 
in  I'ennsylvany.  He  was  my  uncle  by  mar- 
riage only.  I  do  not  say  that  he  wasn't  a 
honest  man.  I  simply  say  that  if  you  have 
a  uncle  and  bitter  experience  tells  you  it  is 
more  profitable,  in  a  pecooncry  pint  of  view 
to  put  pewter  spoons  instid  of  silver  ones 
onto  the  table  when  that  uncle  dines  with 
you  in  a  frenly  way — I  simply  say,  there  is 
sumthin'  wrong  in  our  social  systim,  which 
calls  loudly  for  reform. 

I  rived  on  these  shores  at  Liverpool,  and 
proceeded  at  once  to   London.     I  stopt  at 
the  Washington  Hotel  in  Liverpool,  because 
it  was  named  in  honor  of  a  coantryman  of 
mine  who  didn't  get  bis  living  by  making 
mistakes,  and  whose  mem'ry  is  dear  to  civ- 
ilized peple  all  over  tho  world,  because  he 
was  gentle  and  good  as  well  as  trooly  great. 
We  read  in  Hisiry  of  auy  number  of  great 
individools,    but   how    lew   of   'em,    alarsl 
should  we  want  to  take  home  to  supper  with 
us  ?    Among  others,  I  would  call  your  atten- 
tion to  Alexander  the  Grea*,  who  conkeid 
the  world,  and  wept  because  ne  couldn't  do 
it  sum  more,  and  then  took  to  gin-aud-selt- 
zer,  getlin'  tight   every   day  afore  dinner 
with      the      most     disgusting     regularity, 
causin'  his  parunts  to  regret  they  hadn't 
'prenticed  him  in  his  early  youth  to  a  biskit 
baker,  or  some  occupation   of  a   peaceful 
and  quiet  character.     I  say,  therefore,  to 
the  great  men  now  livin'  (you  could  put 'em 
into  Hyde  Park,  by  Iho  way,  and  still  leave 
room  for  a  large  and  respectable  concourse 
of  rioters)- be  good.      I  say  to  that  gifted 
but  bald  beded    Prooshan,    Bismarck,   be 
good  and  gentel  in  yoor  hour  of  triumph. 
I   always  am.     I   admit   that  our  lines  is 
different — Bismarck's   and    mine — but  the 
same  glorious  principle  is  involved.     I  am 
a  exhibiter  of  startlin  curiostys,  wax  works, 
snaix,   etsetry,    ("either  of  whom,"   as   a 
American  statesman  whose  name  I  ain't  at 
liberty  to  mention  for  political  reins,  as  he 
ex  pecks  to  be  a   candidate  for  a  prom'nent 
offiss,  and  hence  doesn't  wish  to  excite  the 
rage  and  jelisy  of  other  showmen — "  either 
of  whom  is  wuth  dubble  the  price  of  ad- 
mission") ;    I   say    I    am    a  exhibiter   of 
startlin'  curiositys,  and  I  have  also  had  my 
hours  of  triumph,  but  I  try  to  be  good  in 
'em.     If  you  say,  "Ah,  yes,  but  also  your 
hours  of  grief  and  misfortin' ;"  I  answer, 
it  is  troo,  and  you  prob'ly  refer  to  the  cir- 
cnmstans   of   my   hiriu'    a   young    man  of 
dissypated  habits  to  fix  hisself  up  as  A  real 
Cannibal  from  New  Zeelan,  and  when  I  was 
simply  tellin'  the  aujience  that  he  was  the 
most  feroshus  Cannibal  of  his  tribe,  and 
that,  alone  and  unassisted,  he  had  et  sev'ril 
of  our  fellow-countrymen,  and  that  he  had 
at  one   time  even  contemplated   eatin  his 
Uncle  Thomas  on  his  mother's  side,  as  well 
as  other  near  and  dear  relatives — when  I 
was  makiu'  these  simple  statements,   the 
mis'ble  young  man  said  I  was  a  lyar,  and 
knockt  me  orff  the  platform.     Not  quite 
satisfied  with  this,  he  cum  and  trod  hevily 
on  me,  and  as  he  was  a  very  musculer  per- 
son, and  wore  remarkably  thick  boots,  I 
knew  at  once  that  a  canary  bird  wasn't 
walkin'  over  me. 

I  admit  that  my  ambition  over  slept  her- 
self in  this  instuns,  and  I've  been  very  care- 
ful ever  since  to  deal  square  with  tho  pub- 
lic. If  I  was  the  public  I  should  insist  on 
squareness,  tbo'  I  shouldn't  do  as  a  portion 
of  my  audience  did  on  the  occasion  jest 
mentioned,  which  they  was  emplyed  in  sum 
naberin'  coal  mines. 

"As  you  hain't  got  no  more  Cannibals, 
to  show  us  old  man,"  said  one  of  'em, — who

Pigs  and  hogs  that 
one  man  can  handle,  should  be  caught  by 
one  hind  leg  with  one  hand,  while  the  other 
hand  and  arm  is  patsed  around  the  body, 
aud  they  nre  taken  up  in  tho  arms  with  their 
back  against  the  catcher.  Large  hogs 
should  ba  caugh',  first  by  the  hiud  legs, 
when  two  other  hands  seize  him  by  the  ears 
and  bristles.

lu  order  to  get  the  rope  ou  the  hind  leg, 
when  they  are  feeding  at  the  trough,  go  up 
carefully  behind  them  and  lay  the  noo^e  on 
the  floor,  clone  to  the  foot,  holding  it  with 
one  hand,  and  touch  tho  leg  with  a  little 
stick,  and  the  hog  will  take  up  his  foot, 
when  the  noose  must  be  instantly  moved,  so 
that  he  will  step  on  it.  Now  raise  it  above 
the  hoof,  nearly  to  the  hock  joint,  and  draw 
it  tight,  and  he  is  fast.  After  wo  have  suc- 
ceeded in  raising  his  kg,  he  is  easily  man- 
aged. If  he  is  a  large,  strong  animal, 
crowd  him  into  a  corner  with  a  handspike, 
after  his  leg  is  noosed,  then  it  will  be  easy 
to  noose  his  snout. — Corrcspondenct  JJoston 
Cultioator.

road  was  laid,  I've  traveled  over  it  every  day, 
or  nearly  every  day,  of  my  lite.

In  one  of  «he  races  at  Kalamazoo  on  the 
3d,  a  fine  horse  six  years  old,  owned  by  a 
gentleman  of  Lawrence,  Michigan,  fell 
dead  at  the  score  on  the  completion  of  the 
fourth  heat 

A  fearful  tragedy  was  enacted  at  Medina, 
Lenawee  county,  Michigan,  on  the  3d  inst. 
A  woman  named  Simms,  wife  of  a  farm  la- 
borer, took  her  four  children  to  a  barn  and 
cut  all  of  their  throats,  and  then  her  own. 
Three  of  tbe  children  and  the  mother  are 
dead.     Tbe  fourth  child  cannot  recover. 

Oil  was  struck  on  (lie  2d,  at  Terre  Haute, 
in  an  Ariesian  well  being  dug  by  Channeey 
N.  Rose,  at  the  depth  of  thirteen  hundred 
and  thirteen  feet.  Great  excitement  has  re- 
sulted in  consequence.  -  Several  barrels 
have  already  been  pumped.  ^Vhen  first 
struck  tbe  oil  spouted  thirty  feet  in  the  air. 

The  great  tunnel  at  Chicago  under  Lake 
Michigan  is  nearly  completed,  and  will 
probably  be  finished  by  November  5th.  On 
September  20th,  with  778  feet  between  the 
workmen,  and  a  mile  and  a  half  from  shore, 
the  experiment  was  made  of  striking  blows 
upon  the  earth,  which  were  distinotly  beard 
by  the  othcl'  party. 

One  of  the  largest  whisky  distilleries  in 
Milwaukee  is  now  in  the  bands  of  the  Rev- 
enue Department  for  trying  to  evade  the 
law.  The  offense  charged  is  instituting  and 
u^ing  a  fac  simile  of  the  inspector's  stamp, 
and  thus  escaping  the  payment  of  dnties, 
and  putting  their  whitky  into  tbe  market 
as  inspected,  when  it  never  bad  been.

This  park  is  tinder  the  control  of  gcntlemea 
of  respectability.  It  is  expected  that  it  wifl 
be  60  managed  that  evils  attending  races 
may  be  remedied.  The  "spor's"  will  not 
be  permitted  to  control  Jerome  Park,  but 
the  races  that  take  place  there  will  be  under 
the  management  of  men  witb  whom  the  im- 
provement of  stock  and  the  healthy  excite- 
ment and  amusement  of  the  competition  of 
noble  animals  la  the  first  object. 

Uor»e  MlalkleK. 

It  is  a  fault  with  most  stables  tWt  tfcey 
are  built  for  meu  rather  than  hotics.  We 
wish  to  point  out  (wo  common  errors  into 
which  not  a'few  builders  are  liuble  to  fall  in 
constructing  stables,  especially  those  upon 
farms.  The  first  is  in  Laving  ii«e  doors  and 
upper  floors  so  low  as  they  generally  ore. 
On  account  of  these  low  doors,  hoiseg  in- 
stinctively learn  to  fear  them,  and  they  shy, 
rear  or  prance  whenever  led  toward  them. 
They  are,  also,  amons  the  meet  frequent 
causes  of  poll-evil.  The  horse  when  pass- 
ing through  them,  is  either  surprised  by 
something  it  beholds  outside  the  building,, 
or  checked  by  the  voice  or  gesture  of  the 
person  leading  him,  when  up  goes  ihe  head 
aud  crash  comes  tbe  poll  against  the  beam 
of  the  doorway.  A  violent  bruise  often 
results  therefrom,  and  a  deep-seated  abscess 
follows.  Low  hay -floors  also  produce  the 
same  trouble.  The  sudden  elevation  of  tbe 
head  is  in  the  horse,  expressive  of  very 
unexpected  eiiiotion.  The  effect  is  always 
noticed  wbene,ver  you  enter  the  stable  rap- 
idly or  at  an  unusual  hour.  .\  sudden 
noise  will  also  cause  the  t-ame  unward  mo- 
tion of  the  bead.  Witb  low  sttibles  an 
injury  to  the  horse  is  almost  iuvariablj 
sure  to  follpw. 

Again,  the  easiest  position  in  which  thO' 
horse  can  stand,  is  when  (be  hind  feet  are 
tbe  highest  portion  of  the  bed;-,  or  when  the 
floor  of  the  stall  slants  in  exactly  the  oppo- 
site direction  from  what  it  does  in  most 
stables.  This  is  tbe  other  error  in  con- 
structing stables,  to  which  we  alluded. 
Horses  at  liberty  in  a  pasiure  invariably 
stand,  when  at  ease,  with  their  hind  feet 
elevated  Eomewbat,  and  it  is  <tlmost  a  won- 
der (bat  builders  of  stables  have  not  im- 
proved upon  this  fact  before,  »ud  adapted 
floors  (o  the  wants  of  the  hor.«e.  The  mois- 
ture from  tbe  horse,  if  the  floor  slanted  to- 
ward tbe  forward  feet,  would  help  to  keep 
the  forward  feet  moist,  cool  and  healthy, 
whereas  they  are  now  generally  hot,  full  of 
fever,  and  require  washing  with  cool  £oap 
suds  at  least  ouce  a  day,  in  order  to  be  kept 
in  a  healthy  condition.  This  is  not  all. 
Where  a  floor  slants  back,  the  horse  not  un- 
frequently  attemps  to  ease  tbe  bevivy  strain 
upon  tbe  flexor  tendons  of  the  hind  legs  by 
hanging  back  upon  the  halter.  The  pree- 
fure  upon  the  seat  of  the  poll  stops  natural 
circulation,  and  in  time  it  develop-  ilselt 
into  a  deep-seated  abscess.  We  would  like 
to  see  a  stable  iii  whioh  these  two  errors  did. 
not  occur.  If  the  builder  was  not  suii^fied 
with  H  %e  are  sure  the  occupant  ttouKI  be, 
aud  would  repay  him  by  long  years  of  good  . 
service  with  unstrained  limbs  and  a  Ivealtby 
system. — Maine  Farmer.

"  The  adulteration  of  sugars,  candies  and 
spices  is  a  trade  largely  and  regularly  car- 
ried  oa  in   this   city.     Inrtrad  of  plaster, 
which  till  lately  entered  so  largely  iuto  the 
manufacture   of  confectionery,  in  place  of 
sugars,  a  new  article  has  been  discovered 
caltid  terra  iilbn,  or  white  earth.     It  comes 
from  Ireland,  and  costs  by  the  barrel  about 
two  and  a  hr.lf  cents  a  pound,  while  loaf 
sugir  coMs  seventeen  cents.     The  body  of 
caudles,  the  coal  iiig  of  almonds  and  lozenges 
ar?  made  from  this  earthly  material.     It  is 
whiter  than  plaster,  and  is  much  used  in  the 
adulteration  of  flour  sold  in  this  market.     A 
glue,  paint  and  oil  manufacturer  of  New 
York   has  sent  round  his  annual   circular,  j 
which  I  have  seen,  to  the  principal  confec- 
liotiers,  calling   attention  to  a  fresh  arrival 
!  of  this  white  earth.     I  have  seen  an  ounce 
of  loz-^nges    dissolved  in  water.  i»a   which 
two  thirds  of  an   ounce   was  of  terra   alha, 
and  not  a  particle  of  sugar  in  the  lot.     The 
common   method   of  flavoring  candies,  al- 
monJ.',  sugar   plums,  etc  ,  is  with   deleteri- 
ous substances.     The  pineapple  flavor,  the 
banana  and  the  peach  are  made  from  fusil 
oHs,  which  are  very  poisonous.     Bitter  al- 
mond flavor  is  made  from  prussic  acid  una- 
diiUeratcd.       Pineapple   flavor   is   also  ob- 
tained  from  rotten   cheese— very  rotten — 
und  nitric  acid.     Gum  arable  far  pure  gum 
drops  is  costly.     An   article  has   been  in- 
venild  of  the  most  beautiful   appearance.

Reutcr's  first  message  from  New  York  to 
India  by  the  Atlantic  cable  and  the  Conli- 
nental  line,  reached  Bombay  on  the  24th  of 
August.  It  was  forty  hours  in  transmis- 
sion. 

General  Sheridan  has  written  a  letter  to 
Governor  Throckmorton,  of  Texas,  in  rela- 
tion to  the  Brenham  riot,  informing  him  that 
he  will  not  permit  the  arrest  of  Maj.  Smith, 
U.  S.  A.,  or  any  of  his  men. 

The  appointment  of  Frank  Leslie  as  com- 
missioner to  tho  French  exhibition  will 
probably  secure  belter  illustrations  of  that 
tournament  of  universal  industry  than  any 
ever  given  to  the  world  of  such  picturcEque 
gatherings. 

Assistant  Secretary  of  State  F.  W.  Sew- 
ard has  been  appointed  Secretary  of  State 
ad  interim,  owing  to  thetickness  of  his  fath- 
er, who,  without  waiting  to  recover  fully 
from  his  previous  attack,  devoted  himself  too 
closely,  and  for  many  hours  a  day,  to  his 
official  duties. 

Some  unknown  scoundrel  removed  a  rail 
from  the  track  of  the  Illinois  Central  Rail- 
road, near  Centralia  on  the  3d  inst.,  where- 
by a  passenger  train  was  thrown  off  the 
track.  The  engineer,  Long  George,  was 
instantly  killed,  and  the  fireman  Beverely 
injured. 

One  of  the  British  gunbo-its  recently 
placed  on  Lake  Erie  boarded  and  searched 
the  steamer  Congress,  flying  the  United 
States  flag,  under  pretense  that  she  was  in 
the  Fenian  service.  The  Canadian  authori- 
ties are  investigating  the  matter.  It  is  re- 
ported that  our  Goverment  has  demanded 
an  apology  for  the  insult. 

The  State  elections  on  the  9th  gave 
majorities  for  the  Republicans.  Returns  to 
Ihe  11th  indicated  that  Pennsylvania  had 
given  from  15.000  to  20,000  ;  Ohio,  from 
40,000  to  60,000 ;  Indiana,  from  10,000  to 
15,000,  and  Iowa  about  35,000  majority. 
The  Republicans  claim  a  congressional  gain 
of  two  members  in  Pennsylvania,  and  the 
Democrats  claim  the  same  gain  in  Indiana. 
Tho  President  having,  under  date  of 
March  28, 18G6,  granted  a  pardon  to  Joseph 
E.  Davis,  the  brother  of  Jefferson  Davis, 
Maj.  Gen.  Howard  has  ordered  that  posses- 
sion of  his  property  be  given  him  at  tho 
expiration  of  the  present  lease  thereon, 
viz.,  on  January  1,  1SG7.  Such  portion  of 
the  rents  of  the  property  as  accrue  after  the 
dale  of  the  pardon  will  be  paid  (o  him, 
aTounting  to  about  $20,000. 

The  President  has  desired  the  opinion  of 
the  Attorney  General  whether  a  Congress 
composed  of  members  from  the  Northern 
States  alone  is  Constitutional,  and  whether, 
in  case  ho  should  not  so  regard  if,  he  would 
be  justified  in  sending  to  it  his  next  annual 
message.  Arso,'\vhat  steps  do  the  Constitu- 
tion and  his  oath  of  oflice  require  the  Presi- 
dent to  take  in  Ortier  to  secure  the  as6em> 
Wage  of  a  Consiitutional  Congress. 

The  White  House  is  being  greatly  im- 
proved and  ornamented  within.  A  small 
regiment  of  workmen  are  daily  engaged  in 
the  lower  rooms,  in  painting,  gilding,  pa- 
pering, ai:d  removing  soiled  drapery,  which 
is  soon  to  be  replaced  by  rich  and  tasteful 
importations  from  Europe,  an  agent  being 
there  for  the  purpose  of  selecting  the  goods. 
These  highly  necessary  improvements  will 
probably  not  be  completed  before  (he  Ist  of 
December.

On  the  lOlh  in  Chicago,  there  were  71 
cases  of  cholera  with  25  deaths— a  decided 
increase,  notwithstanding  the  lateness  of 
the  season.  Among  the  deaths  are  those  of 
Dr.  Daniel  Brainerd,  the  eminent  surgeon, 
and  Alderman  OSuUivan.

His  case  was  put  over  to  the  Janu- 
ary term,  at  the  re>(ucst  of  the  district 
attorney.  He  is  a  man  rather  below  the 
medium  size,  about  35  years  of  age,  aud  has 
a  very  determined  look.  He  fully  justifies 
him.'ielf  in  his  horrid  work,  aud  declares 
he  was  only  in  tho  way  of  duty,

Dress  Reformers  proclaim  short  skirts  as 
the  remedy.  This  is  well.  The  short  skirt 
is  an  improvement — a  movement  upward, 
but  of  no  consequence  compared  with  the 
readjustment  of  the  dress  about  the  mid- 
dle of  the  body.  The  part  contains  the 
vital  organs.  Is  a  man  strong?  it  is  be- 
cause the  middle  of  bis  body  is  strong.  Is 
a  woman  vigorous?  it  is  because  the  middle 
of  her  body  is  developed  and  active. 

The  changes  needed  in  woman's  dress  are 
the  following,  and  I  believe  their  impor- 
tance is  in  the  order  named : 

1.  The  dress  about  tho  waist  is  to  be  very 
loose,  without  whalebones  or  other  stiffen- 
ing, and  the  skirts  carried  with  suspenders 
over  the  shoulders. 

2  The  arm*  and  legs  are  to  he  so  warmly 
dressed  as  t^maiutain  a  healthy  circulation. 

3  The  likirts  to  fall  fo  the  kneb.

$10'J  per  mile,  while  the  iron  ones  have 
cost  but  $74  per  mile.

— The  Lake  of  Agnano,  in  the  Neapolitan 
territory,  bO  fam  us  for  savory  fish,  threat- 
ens to  become  a  fishless  sheet  of  water  like 
the  Dead  Sea,  not  from  an  excess  of  salt, 
but  through  the  agency  of  that  mischief 
brewing  botheration  called  Vesuvius.

— .\  Paris  letter,  speaking  of  the  cholera 
experience,  says  :  "  But  ihe  total  of  it  al 
is.  that  the  large  majority  of  scientific  men 
believe;  First,  that  the  disease  is  most  fre- 
quently developed  spontaneously,  under  the 
influence  of  somo  atmo.spherio  condition 
not  yet  understood ;  second,  that  persons 
who  would  not  otherwi.-<e  take  the  dir^easc 
may  do  so  from  breathing  the  air  which 
surrouuds  cholera  patients  ;  aud  third,  that 
the  vitiation  of  this  air  is  caused  mostly  by 
the  ejections  from  the  sick." 

— It  is  reported  tiom  Bucharest  (hat  a 
Frenchman  named  Poltin  had  arrived  in 
that  city  to  exhibit  two  elephants,  a  male 
and  female,  tho  same  which  were  bhown  in 
Paris  a  few  yearo  since.  These  animals 
have  killed  their  master  in  a  singular  man- 
ner. The  male  seized  him  with  his  trunk 
and  threw  him  into  the  air;  the  female 
caught  him  as  he  fell  and  threw  him  back 
again,  and  this  game  at  bull  was  continued 
for  a  quarter  of  an  hour.  When  assistance 
arrived  it  was  too  late ;  every  bone  in  the 
poor  fellow's  body  was  broken. 

— The  influence  of  costumes  on  mortality 
is  shown  in  a  very  inst'^uctive  mannei  by 
by  one  of  the  Eaglibh  Register  General's 
reports.  Thus,  from  one  to  five  years  there 
is  an  equality  of  deathg  by  scalds  and  burns 
among  boys  and  girls;  but  from  five  to  ten, 
double  Ihe  numb.r  of  girls  to  that  of  boys 
die  from  these  causes,  while  from  ten  to 
twenty,  there  die  one  hundred  and  two 
women  and  only  twenty-seven  men;  and 
from  twenty  and  upwards,  geventy-oue 
women  and  twenty-two  men — showing  the 
influence  of  muslin  and  flounces  in  produc- 
ing death,  noiwithatanding  the  greater  cau- 
tion of  the  female  sex. 

— "  They  have  a  singular  mode  of  pun- 
i.shing  robbery  in  China,"  said  a  mission- 
ary who  had  just  returned  from  the  Celes- 
tial empire,  to  a  number  of  friends  who  bad 
called  in  to  hear  his  account  of  things  in 
the  land  of  marvels.  "  Does  it  cure  the  of- 
fender of  his  unfortunate  propensities?" 
eagerly  inquired  a  philanthropist,  whose  in- 
terest in  human  beings  was  iu  exact  ratio 
with  their  villainousness.  "  Well,"  replied 
the  missionary.  "  I  never  saw  the  saw  the 
punishment  inflicted  but  onoe,  and  I  will 
tell  bow  it  was  done,  and  then  you  can 
judge  for  yourself  as  to  its  reclaiming  and 
converting  powers.

•ne.  Ricord  is  an  American  by  birth,  a 
native  of  Baltimore,  but  went  to  Paris  when 
he  was  niaetaen  years  old.  He  is  now 
sixty,  and  wears  in  his  button  bole  the  rib- 
bon of  the  Legion  of  Honor.  His  income 
is  $100,000  a  year;  nevertheless  he  is  con 
stantly  in  hot  water  and  in  debt.  Although 
he  Could  not  .save  himself  from  prison, 
lately,  he  is  expected  to  save  the  Emperor's 
life. 

— A  most  ludicrous  conversation'  took 
place,  a  few  weeks  ago,  in  a  small  village 
near  Paris.  Two  peasants  were  discussing 
about  the  war  between  Prussia  and  Aus- 
tria, when  one  of  them  remarked  that  he 
not  understand  how  message**  could  be  sent 
by  the  electric  telegraph.

Well,  (read 
on  his  tail,  whi>.h  is  at  Paris,  and  it  will 
bark  at  Vienni.  oa  you  understand  now, 
stupid,  what  a  telegraph  is  like?"  "0, 
yesl"  replied  the  other,  "I  have  an  idea 
now  what  a  telegraph  must  be." 

— Some  Frenchman  of  a  statistical  (urn 
of  mind,  who,  evidently,  has  but  little  (o 
do,  publishes  in  a  Havre  paper  some  curi- 
ous statistics  of  the  average  talk  of  men 
and  women.  He  has  discovered  that  an  or- 
dinary middle  aged  man  spends  three  hours 
a  day  in  conversation,  calculating  at  the  rate 
of  loo  words  per  minute,  or  29  octavo  pages 
per  hour,  which  would  amount  to  000  pages 
per  week,  or  52  big  volumes  per  year.
